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Report of the Un-offlBteWJ^mission of 
Inquiry into the Riots in Calcutta 
on the 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
October, 1907. 

The northern section of Calcutta was the scene of serious riots 
' Origin of Commis. on the nights of the 2nd and 3rd and the morning 
sion. of the 4th of October last. The reports published 

in the Press contained almost incredible accounts of acts of law- 
lessness on the part of the Police. It was stated, among other 
things, tl>at they had stirred up the rowdy element of the city ; and 
that in conjunction with hudmas/ies^ they had made wanton and 
unprovoked attacks upon Bengalis — residents and passers-by — 
and had looted and destroyed the property of some shop-keepers 
and others. Many well-known residents of Calcutta were also re- 
ported to have personally witnessed instances of such misconduct 
on the part of the Police. There was a \yidespread feeling of 
consternation among the Indian community with regard to the 
conduct of the Police in connection with these disturbances, and 
it was very generally desired that a full investigation should be 
made of the circumstances connected with the riots. In con- 
sequence of the statements made in the Press, the Government of 
Bengal deputed the Hon’ble Mr, E. W. Collin, I. C. S., Com- 
missioner of the Presidency Division, to hold an inquiry into the 
occurrences. The Hon’ble Mr. Collin arrived in Calcutta from 
Darjiling on the 7th October, and held his inquiry on the two 
days following. The inquiry made by him was one to which the 
public and the Press were not admitted. The evidence of the 
few witnesses who were called for examination was taken hurried- 
ly. Many witnesses who came forward to make their statements 
went away without making any, as they were not called at all, 
though they had Vaited for a long time. Many were not even 
aw are that such an inquiry was in progress. Mr. Collin’s in- 
quiry was in every respect unsatisfactory, and the public felt that 
the whole truth had not been elicited. A f^urther inquiry by a Com- 
mission (consisting of officials and non -officials) was called for, but 
as Government announced no intention of directing another and 
a fuller inquiry, it was thought desirable by the Indian community 
to hold an un-official inquiry. The holding of such an inquiry, 
without loss of time, was considered necessary in view of the 
daily increasing re|)ort 3 of injuries to person and property, 
sustained by innocent persons in the course of these riots at the 
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hands of the Police and the budtnashes, and the probable loss of 
material evidence with the lapse of time. We were accordingly 
approached by some leading Indian gentlemen to form ourselves 
into a Commission to hold the desired inquiry, and we thought 
it our duty to comply with the request. 

2. We held six sittings, viz., on the l9th, 20th, 21st, 22nd, 
„ 27th, and 29th of October last. Notices of the 

inquiry were published in the newspapers, and 
an intimation was sent to the Commissioner of Police to the 
effect that the Commission would be glad to record any evidence 
that might be tendered on behalf of the Police. No reply was 
received by us from the Commissioner of Police, nor was the 
Police represented at our inquiry. The inquiry of the 19th, 
20th, 2lstand 22nd October was held in the dispensary of Messrs. 
D. Gupta & Co. at No 369, Upper Chitpur Road, .and of 
the 27th and 29th October in the house of Kumar Manmatha 
Nath Mitter Rai Bahadur at No 34, ^^hampuker Street. 
These two places were selected on account of their being located 
in the centres of the disturbances. 


3. We ex.amined 173 witnesses on the six days, viz., 23 on 
the first day, 36 on the second, 48 on the third, 25 on the fourth, 
35 on the fifth, and 6 on the .sixth. The witnesses examined 
are shewn l>elow according to their respective stations in 
life : —

4. The wit,ne«ses came forward voluntarily to make their 
statements, which were made after taking the most solemn 
declaration to tell the truth, and they were recorded and signed, 
as if made in judicial proceedings. The Police not being re- 
presented .^f^re as, we had not the ajlvajitage of seeing the 
tegts of oress-e^JKnination applied to the evjdence ' of the wit- 
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nesses. No pains, however, were spared by us to elicit the truth 
by a close examinatiou of the witnesses. The absence of cross- 
examination does not, however, appear to us to be of the same 
importance as it would be in an ordinary criminal trial, where 
the inquiry would be directed to the establishment of the guilt 
or innocence of a particular individual or individuals, and where, 
therefore, various questions affecting individuals such as motive, 
malice, identification, &c., might arise. 

5. The inquiry held by us was welcomed by t^e general 
public, as witnesses came pouring in even after the conclusion 
of our proceedings. We believe that more evidence would have 
been forthcoming if we could see our way to prolonging the 
inquiry. 

6. Some of the witnesses who appeared before us bore 
severe marks of personal injuries, and photographs of some of 
these witnesses were taken. The statements of the witnesses 
and the photographs referred to are appended to this report. 

7. During the progress of our inquiry, we found that the 
Government of Bengal had ordered a further official inquiry, and 
had placed Mr. Donald Weston, I. 0. S., the District Magistrate 
of Midnapur, who was lately Chief Magistrate of Calcutta, 
.011 special duty for that purpose. The Resolution of the 
Government of Bengal, bearing date the 18th October, 1907, 
was not seen by us prior to its publication in the Calcutta 
Gazette of the 30th idem, when our inquiry had been concluded. 
On Mr. Weston’s arrival in Calcutta, we were asked to meet 
him individually, and as a result of the interviews, the following 
letter was addressed to him by the President on the 2na 
November ; — 

Donald Weston Esq., I.C.S. 

The 2nd November, 1907. 

Dear Sir, 

With reference to my conversation with you on Thursday 
last, I beg to inform you that 1 have a complete analysis of all 
the evidence recorded before the Un-official Commission, of which 
I was the President, with the names and addresses of all wit- 
nesses. In the letter of reference from Government, appointing 
you to hold a further inquiry into the late riots in Calcutta, I 
find it suggested that you might find the evidence recorded by 
the Un-official Commission useful. Should you desire to, refer to 
the analysis of evidence, I shall be glad to forward to you a copy 
of the same.

jM[r. Weston, in reply, however, asked for a copy of the 
whole evidence, recorded by the Un-official Commission, which 
was supplied to him only latel}', as such evidence was in course 
of being printed.

Review of Eridence. 


now proceed to deal with the evidence adduced 
before us. For the purposes of a clear analysis, 
the witnesses may be grouped as follows : — 


(A) Persons who were a.ssaulted at or soon after the meet- 
ing of the 2nd October. 

(B) Persons whose shops were looted on the 3rd and 4th 
October when there was no meeting of any kind. 

(C) Passers-by who were assaulted on Thursday, the 3rd 
October. 


(D) Persons who were themselves dragged by constables 
out of tram-cars on the 3rd October and were assaulted, or who 
saw others dragged out of tram-cars. 

(E) Persons who witnessed assaults on others or saw shops 
being broken into or looted. 

(F) Persons who were assaulted on Friday, the 4th 
October, or saw people being a,ssaultcd. 


9. Witnesses who come in the group (A) are Nos. 1, 2, 
4, 5, 8, 12, 13, 14, 16, 19, 20, 22, 24, 25, 30, 31, 34, 35, 37, 
41, 46, 49, 50, 54, 56, 61, 67, 68, 74, 77, 79, 80, 82, 87, 95, 103, 
104, 108, 112, 118, 120, 121, 122 and 127. 

Among these are eight witnesses (Nos. 13, 14, 25, 30, 46, 
56, 77 and 87) who were present at the Beadon Square meeting 
on the evening of the 2nd October. According to their evi- 
dence, it would appear that Inspector Fazil ordered the dispersal 
of the meeting when it was being addressed by a speaker, named 
Basudev. The Police cried out that brickbats were being 
thrown at them, but none of the witnesses before us saw any 
brickbats thrown. ,, 

10. Witnesses Nos. 1, 2, 4, 5, 8, 12, 16, 24, 30, 49, 54, 112, 
121 and 122 speak to severe assaults on themselves by the Police 
and the budmashes. One of the men assaulted on the 2nd, named 
Kajani Kanto Ghose, died from the effects of his wounds {vide 
statements of witnesses Nos. 29, 6l,and62). The testimonies 
of these witnesses go to show that the Police committed indis- 
criminate assaults upon the people, and that the Bengalis were 
the chief object of their wrath. (Witness No. 8) Babu Kanai Lai 
Dey, a practising pleader of the OalQutt4 Small Cause Court, 
who had reoeiTed very severe injuries, deposed to having heard 
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the Police say, “Beat the Bengali Salas.” His testimony was 
strongly corroborated by witnesses Nos. lO, 18, 20, 25, 30, 51, 
53, 64, 70, 71, 74, 78, 79, 90, 92, 94, 95, 99, 104, 110, 116, 119, 
120, and 126 whose statements referred to occurrences of all the 
three days. 

11. In group (B) are witnesses Nos. 23, 26, 27, 33, 39, 44, 
48, 59, 65, 06, 69, 7l, 75, 76, 83, 88, 89, 91, 92, 96, 98, 100, lOl, 
102, 105, 109, 116, 123, 125, 126, 138, 139, 140, 153, 154, 158, 
and 171. It may be mentioned that witness No. 116 related a 
double attack on his shop — namely, one on the 3rd at 8 p.m, and ano- 
ther on the 4th at 1-30 a.m. 

12. The approximate value of property looted in the shops, 
and of money seized from the persons of passers-by, was given to us 
as Ks. 33,345-13-6. Besides, ornaments, utensils, shop articles &c., 
were scattered and thrown away, involving no inconsiderable loss to 
the owners. 

13. In group (C) are witnesses Nos. 3, 7, 36, 45, 5 1, 52, 55 
60, 64. 70, 73, 78, 86, 90, 93, 106, l lO, 115, 117, 119, 124, 152, 
155, 160, 161, 163, 168, 170 and l72. 

The testimonies of these witnesses show that the conduct of 
the Police was exceedingly reprehensible in that people were 
assaulted simply because they happened to bo Bengali Hindus. 

14. In group (D) are witnesses Nos. 10, 28, 32, 57, 58, 63, 
71, 72, 133, 135, 136, 144 and 169. 

Some of these witnesses, it would appear, were proceeding home 
from their offices, and were dragged out of tram-cars, beaten and 
robbed. 

15. In group (E) are witnesses Nos. 60, 85, 94, 111, 130, 
134, 141, 142, 143, 145, 146, 147, 149, 156, 157, 159, 162, 164, 
165, 166, 167 and 173. 

The most remarkable statements under this head are those of 
Kumar Manmatha Nath Mitter Rai Bahadur (No. 167), Babu 
Jogendra Nath Bose (No. 173) and Babu Baidyanath Narain 
Singh (No. 85). All these were eye-witnesses of the assaults and 
looting. Kumar Maumatha Nath Mitter, who is a wealthy and 
prominent citizen of Calcutta and a grandson of the late Rajah 
Digumbar Mitter, C. S. I., offered his assistance to the Inspector 
of the Shampuker Thana to prevent the lawless acts, but that 
officer declined to take any action. His statement on this point 
is as follows: — 

“ 1 motored ddwn to Shampuker Thana at 9-30 p.m. with three 
of my friends. Th'ere the Inspector was pointed out to me by a 



fat Jamadar. I aiiked him if he knew of the loot. He said ‘yes^ 
Then I asked him what steps he had taken to prevent the looting 
and the beating. He said : ‘ What can I do, low-olnss people are 
looting I told him I would give him 30 or 40 of my men, 
if he was short of men, to quell the disturbance. I told him if he 
won’t stir out, I would quell the disturbance with my own men, I 
was quite ready to help, but 1 might not be brought to book for it.” 

From the testimony of Babu Baidyanath Narain Singh, M. A., 
who is a Behari graduate and Zemindar, it would appear that the 
Police were bent upon assaulting Bengali Hindus only. 

16. In group (F) are witnesses Nos. 113,128,129,132, 
187, 148, 150, 151, and 162. The statements of these persons 
show that there was no justi6cation whatsoever for the acts of 
lawlessness on the part of the Police, two days after the Beadon 
Square meeting. The assaults by the Police would appear to 
have been continued up to 1 p.m., on Friday, the 4th October, 
(vtde statement of witness No, 129). 

17. Witnesses Nos. 33,47,54, 76,96,104,117, 123, 129, 
131, 137, 150, 151 and 162 stated that they could identify 
some of the members of the Police force who Avere concerned, 
directly or indirectly, in the unlawful acts. One of these, Shaik 
Samer, (No. 33) is said to have identified a Jamadar of the 
Kumartoli Thana before the Hon’ble Mr. Collin. 

18. Some of the witnesses examined by us had been previ- 
ously examined by the Hon’ble Mr. Collin (Nos. 4, 5, 7, ll, 33, 
38, 45, 48, 51, 60, 65, 69, 76, 96, 98, 116, 135 and 158); but they 
stated that their statements had not been fully taken. Some 
witnesses (Nos. 1, 8,9, 12, 54,66,75, 100, 101, 102 and 169') were 
present at Mr. Collin’s inquiry, but were not called. 

19. Specially remarkable were the statements of witnesses 
Nos. 110, 137 and 162 who stated that they had not lodged any 
complaint against the Police, because they fiad understood that 
they would not get any redress, as it was the Police by whom or 
under whose instigation the Bengalis were beaten and robbed. 

20. It was deposed before us that whenever any appeal 

was made to the Police for protection, the latter taunted the 
aggrieved by such remarks as the following : “ Cry Bande 

Mataram,” “Go away— go to the Bande Mataram- wallas,” 
“What shall we do1”&o. (w'de statements of witnesses Nos. 23, 
26, 39, 47, 67, 71, 75, 89, and 96). 

21. Of the 1? j witnesses examined by us, 104 were fissaulted. 
Of those assaulted, son;e ure proved to have been’robbed, and a few 
•tripped even of their wearing app«rels. 
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2 ^, Having carefully considered the statements of the wit* 
FifldiitKi nesses, which are corroborated by marks of tioleuce 

personally seen by us in many cases, and noted in the evidence, 
and having regard to the fact that some of the aggrieved persons lost 
no time in applying to persons in authority for redress, but with- 
out any success, and reinembering further that none of these witness- 
es had any motiv.e whatever for falsely implicating the Police, we 
see no reason whatever to doubt the truth of the general narrative. 

23 . The evidence produced before us consists of the testi- 
monies of a large number of eye-witnesses, some of -whom hold 
responsible posts or occupy respectable positions in society ; and 
they corroborate one another on all material points. We find 
the following facts proved by what we consider to be overwhelming 
evidence : — 

(1) That the breaking up of the Beadon Square meeting on 
the evening of the 2nd October was followed by a general assault 
on Bengalis by members of the Police force, chiefly constables ; 
that, in addition to personal injuries, shops were broken into, 
damaged and plundered, and innocent passers-by were robbed, 
beaten and subjected to various indignities by members of the 
Police force, chiefly constables. 

(2) That on the following day, Thursday, the 3rd October, 
lawlessness reached its climax ; that the Police force which mustered 
strong, was reinforced by largo numbers of low- class people, 
such as mehters, dhangars, sweepers, &c., and that shops and 
houses were broken into, property looted and damaged, tram-cars 
invaded and the passengers dragged out, beaten and robbed, 
and innocent passers-by subjected to similar treatment. 

That the aggressors were the Police and the low-class people 
referred to above, individually in some cases, and conjointly in 
others. 

( 3 ) That isolated cases of beating and looting occui’red on 
the morning of Friday, the 4th October.^ 

(4) That •the attacks were directed exclusively against Ben- 
gali Hindus. 

(5) That where the sole aggressors were the low-class hud- 
mashes, the Police refused to render any assistance to those moles- 
ted and assaulted, and to entertain their complaints, though in some 
cases the offences were committed in full view of the Police. 

24. Upon the above fiiidings of facts, we come to the 
Conclusion ' Conclusion that whatever reasons there might 

haVe been for the interference of -the Police 
with the Beadon Square meeting on the night of the 2nd October, 
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a large number of innocent persons were brutally assaulted, or 
otherwise subjected to insult and rudeness, without any provoca- 
tion or justifiable cause. It has not been proved before us 
that there was the least necessity on the part of the Police for 
using force or violence ; nor has it been shown that when the 
meeting was oiidered to disperse, there was any resistance on 
the part of the audience and the speakers, or that any attempt 
was made to arrest any of the pei’sons taking pai’t in the meet- 
ing, or that such attempt, if made, met with resistance from the 
assembled people. Not a single witness has spoken of any brick- 
bats being thrown at the Police, but all witne.ss agree that on a 
signal being given by some Police officers, a general attack on 
Bengalis was commenced. 

25. The incidents of the following day, Tliursday, the 3rd 
October, were witliout a parallel in the history of Calcutta. 
There was no meeting or gathering of any kind on that day. 
Yet the fact remains that .some fifty shops were broken or tres- 
passed into, and eatables and valuable articles, including cash, 
were looted or damaged and further that innocent passers-by 
and tramway passengers were attacked, be.-iten and robbed. The 
evidence is conclusive that the offenders in some cases included 
groups of constables in their uniforms with or without their 
badges. The rest were ruffians and low- class people, such as 
dhangars, mehters, .sweepers, &c. 

26. We are satisfied from the evidence of such highly respec- 
table gentlemen as Kumar Maumatha Nath Mitter, Rai Bahadur 
(witne.ss No 167), Babu Puma Chandra Dev, nephew of the late 
Dr. Kanai Lai De, Rai Bahadur, C.I.E. (witne.ss No 94), Babu 
Gourhari Sen, Secretary, Chaitanya Library (witness No 130), Dr. 
D. N. Chatterji, M.B., C.M, (Edin.) (witne.ss No. 60) and others, 
that the Police adopted an indifferent attitude towards complaints, 
and were silent lookers-on of the outrages committed by the 
gundas. Kumar Maumatha Nath Mitter, as stated in paragraph 15, 
offered his assistance to the Inspector of the Shanvpukor Thana to 
stop the looting, but that officer dismissed him with an evasive 
and unsatisfactory reply. Other complaints were treated with equal 
indifference. 

27. We should have been glad if we could finish this re- 
port only with the findings of facts recorded above. But we feel 
that we should not bo discharging the duty we have undertaken, if 
we did not record the furtrier conclusion that we have felt cons- 
trained to arrjve at, t/i:.jthr.t in the looting- and rioting of the 
3rd October, the Police and the budmasl^ element in the city 
were intimately asiw^ftted^ , It is a well-known fact that the 



constables of the Calcutta Police force do not include an^ Benga- 
lis, but are recruited entirely from among up-oountrymen. 

It has been proved by numerous witnesses that assaults on Ben- 
galis were usually preceded by cries of “ Here is a Bengali Sala,” 
&o., and that Bengalis were chiefly selected as victims of the outra- 
ges. When complaints were made, the aggrieved persons were moc- 
kingly tpld to apply for redress to the shouters of “ Bande Mata- 
ram.” . The statement of Babu Baidyanath Narain Singh, M. A., 
a Zemindar of Behar, (witness No. 85), to which reference 
has been made in paragraph 15, is interesting on this point. This 
witness, on remonstrating with the Police, was told that it was 
because he was dressed as an up-countryman that he himself escaped 
molestation, but that if he interfered, he would be similarly dealt 
with. He added that two European Sergeants and other Police 
officers were looking on at the assaults. 

28. The men assaulted were n ostly Hindus, and, as a matter 
of fact, among the witnesses examined by ns, thei o were only two 
Mahomedans, one of whom (No. 114) was apparently - mistaken for 
a Hindu, as he had no cap on, and was in consequence assaulted. The 
other Mahomedan (No. 33) who had deposed before the Hon’ble 
Mr. Collin, stated before us that his shop was being broken open 
by 10 or 1 2 constables with a force of hudmashes, and that on 
paying a bribe of Rs. 10 to a rolice Jamadar, the men desisted 
from carrying o£l the articles of his shop. This witness complained 
to the Commissioner of Police and identified the aforesaid Jamadar 
out of a file of forty Jamadars. 

It appears from the evidence before us that in some other 
oases also, identification might have been made if immediate steps 
had been taken to find out the culprits, (vide statements of witnesses 
Nos. 47, 54 and 104). , 

29. That in assaulting innocent people, the Police could not 
have acted undei? bona-Jide mistakes, or temporary excitement, is 
clearly shown by the fact that passengers of the tram-cars were 
seized,, dragged out and beaten. This was done in some cases by 
pttndas, and in some cases by Police Constables. Tho statement 
of Babu Soshi Bhusan Soor, late a Municipal Commissioner of 
Manioktollah andh wealthy tradesman of the town (witness No. 136) 
is dear on this point. He said that bricks were thrown at the oar 
in which he iras travelling, that six constables in uniform and sever* 
al up-Qountrymen, not in uniform, dragged the passengers o^t and as* 
saulted theon. The witness was sheltered by some Mahomedan 
tailors. 



30. Reference has already been made in paragraph 10 to the 
serious injuries, sustained by some of the witnesses examined by 
us. Day after day^ as we sat recording the statements, the most 
pitiful sights presented themselves before us. An old man of eighty 
years of age (witness No. 5), a Brahmin Ppndit, appeared before us, 
with his arm in a sling. He had been assaulted by two 
constables who had hit him in the arm which he had raised to pro- 
tect hfe.head. Another man of the same age, (witness No 19) bore 
marks of violence on his shoulder and arm. A- man of 61 
years of age, (witness No. 24), a pensioner, was so prostrated 
by his injuries that we were obliged to take his statement on 
commission at his residence. A grey -haired man of 70 (witness 
No. 121) appeared before us with his left hand in a sling. He 
said he had been attacked by constables near Burtollah. One man 
(witness No. 68), aged 50, had his right arm fractured in con- 
sequence of an assault by four constables. Another witness (No. 
133), a scion of the Sovabazar Raj family, was mercilessly beaten 
by constables. He was bedridden for 1 2 days, had four distinct 
wounds on his person, and his eye-sight vas still dhumed from the 
effects of the assault. Such cases were numerous. The most pitiable 
of all, however, was the case of Ra jani Kanta Das who subsequently 
died, as the result of the injuries he had received during these riots 
W e may here mention that the verdict of the Coroner’s J ury in 
this case, as reported in the Press, ascribed his death to “ some 
paharawalla unknown. ” This poor man was the sole bread-winner 
of his family. 

31. From a careful consideration of the statements made 
before us, we are of opinion that the Police staff of the Burtolla, 
Kumartoly, Jorasanko and Shampuker Thanas were specially to 
blame for the acts complained of. 

32. ^ The allegation that the immediate cause of the rioting 
on the night of the 2nd October was the ' pelting of stones and 
brickbats at the Police may be founded on fact, or may have been 
made to justify the conduct of the Police. We 6ave no evidence 
on this point before us. The witnesses who were questioned on 
this point, said that they had not not seen stones or brickbats 
thrown at the Police. Even if the allegation regarding the pelting 
of stones at Beadon Square at 7-30 p.m., on the 2nd of October 
be accepted, it would not, in our opinion, justify or explain the 
^mages done to shops, such as the well-known shop of Mullick 
Bros,, at places not in the immediate vicinity of Beadop Square, 
on the same night ; jiior would it explain ^or justify the occur- 
rences pf tK»: 3rn and 4th October when,, as already stated, 
no public p^iBg:^|issei|ibly,i tnok place any where in Calcutta. 
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Ifideed, we have not heard any reasonable explanation of 
the origin of the disturbances of the 3rd and 4 th October. 
It is to our minds impossible to explain these acts of law- 
lessness which lasted for several hours together on three 
successive days in different parts of the town, as due to the 
excesses of a few constables who had got out of control, or 
of the criminal classes of the city, before the Police could 
bring them under check. The first explanation presupposes 
the presence of other constables and officers, or how could 
there be any question of some constables getting out of 
control ? If, therefore, there were other constables and officers 
present, we do not see how the outrages could have lasted so 
long a;S they did, nor how some at least of these offending 
constables could escape arrest by the rest of the Police force. 
As to the second explanation, it is difficult for us to conceive 
that the combined ruffianism of the city could succeed in 
commiting the amount and degree of damage that was done 
in so many different parts of the town, and extending over 
such a length of time, in spite of the Police force, undoubted- 
ly present in these localities. It is to be noted that for three 
successive days, the riots raged over a considerable part of the 
area within the jurisdiction of the Burtolla, Jorasanko, Kumar- 
toli and Shampuker Thanas. If these riots were due to a 
sudden outburst of lawlessness and were promptly dealt with, 
they might have been regarded as a regrettable incident 
which, how'ever, might not have been deemed extraordinary 
in a large town like Calcutta where there must always be 
a leaven of the rowdy element. But that the riots should have 
been repeated, and that the acts of lawlessness should, in many 
cases, have been perpetrated in full view of the Police, in some 
with their aid, and in all without check or restraint, for three 
days together; even after complaints had been made to the Com- 
missioner of Police on the morning of the 3rd October (vide 
statement of witness No. 94), has created a most painful impres- 
sion in our minds regarding the organization and discipline 
of, and the control exercised by superior officers over, the 
Calcutta Police force. The oldest inhabitants of the town have 
never witnessed a state of lawlessness, such as that which prevail- 
ed in the disturbed area for three successive days. The situation 
is one which, in our opinion, should be vigorously dealt with, and 
effective safeguards should be provided against a recurrence of the 
painful incidents to which we have referred. It is not for us to 
say what should or should not be done. But it would be most 
unfortunate if the iippression were to go forth that th^ Police in 
the metropolis, of the Indian Empire were at liberty to commit 
with impunity acts, of the grossest lawlessness. We, therefote, 



deem it our duty to send a copy of this report to the Local Oov- 
erntnent in the hope that it will take such steps as will reassure 
the public mind and restore the public confidence in the capacity 
and willingness of the Police to preserve law and order within 
this great city.

First Day’s Proceedings. 


19th, October, 1907. 


From 12 noon to 3-30 p.m. 

1, GfoPESWAB MTTI.I.ICK On Solemn affirmation. — 

I live at 33-1, Button Sircar’s Garden Street, Jeweller and 
Dealer in precious stones. Caste, Suborno Banik. I work in my own 
house as well as in the shop of Mahatab Chander Sing. 

I remember the date on which there was a row in the Beadon Square. 
I was returning from Surtibagan on Wednesday night at about 9-15 p.m. 
When I came up to Jorasanko corner I heard people running about and 
a golmal. On coming up I stopped at the Jorasanko crossing and I found 
about 200 Constables in uniform, and arranged in file, obstructing the 
public thoroughfare and I also saw the Constables breaking the glasses' 
of the doors of Mullick Brothers. 3 or 4 Indian and European Inspectors 
immediately came up and the Constables ceased on a motion from the 
Inspectors. Just at that moment as I turned round I received a blow on 
the head from a Constable in uniform. I did not provoke the Constables 
to beat me. I fell down (shows marks on the right of the head, still fresh) : 

I won’t be able to identify the Constable. I rose up and I was again 
struck on the back. I turned round and found the same Constable giving 
me the second stroke (shows echymosis on the back). I think it was the 
same Constable, but am not sure, but it was a Constable. I again fell down ; 
I got up and was struck on the arm by the very Constable who struck me 
on the back. I went to the house of Bajendralal Dutt, articled clerk to 
Messrs. Carruthers and Co. I was then reeling and he took me to be 
drunk. I told him what happened. Tie poured water on my head and 
took me in a palhi to my house in the neighbourhood. I went to the 
police office but I was not examined and not called. Dr. Ashutosh Mukerjee 
treated me. Still pain in the head and wound still an inch deep. 


2. Haripas Det on solemn affirmation — 

^ I am nephew* of Prof. G. S. Dev. of the General-Assembly’s 
Institution, of 33-1-1, Nilmoney Mitra’s Street, Clerk in the office of 
Jambon and Co. of Bankshall Street. 

I remember the day of occurrence. I left office at 5-30 p.m. and 
was returning to my press at 32. Garanhatta Street at 9-15 p.m. I was 
returning home end while passing through Niratollah Street, I saw 
4 cr 6 Constables in uniform and with Peculation lathicr pursuing several 
Bengalees. I was taken aback and tried to run away. A Constable came 
up to me, seized both mv hands and dealt a blow on my head with a 
lathte. I fled from the place and went to the house of Babu Monilal Sen 
of Nimtollah Ghat Street. Mv injuries were attended to (shows wound 
on the left side of the head albout still 1|" long and I" deep). I am 
certain^ it was a Constable in uniform who struck me. My Chudder 
and shirt were soaked ’with blood. I was taken to a neighbouring dis- 
pensary and was attended there for an hour and a half when I was taken ip 
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a gharry to mj house. I was treated by Babu Madhu S. Basak L.M.S. lor 
2 or 3 days. I could not attend to my work. I sent a letter to Babu 
Nagendra Chundtr Bose expressing my inability to teach his boys for 
7 days — ^the letter was published in the Bande Mataram. I went to 
Babu E. C. Pal and stated the facts to him. Having heard that evidence 
was being recorded by Mr. Collin, I called at Babu E. C. PaPs but he 
advised me not to attend the police office, as there Mr. Collin was not in- 
clinedi to take more evidence. I did not give any cause to the police to 
assault me. The police did not abuse me while I was assaulted. 


3. Nanda Kishore Set on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 10, Nilmoney Mitra’s Street, Employed in Comptroller 
of India Treasury. 

I remember Thursday the second day of occurrence. I was return- 
ing by tram. At 6-46 p.m., I reached Beadon, Gardens, South Corner. I 
found several Constables in a row with one Inspector leading them. The 
’ Inspector was an Indian. They were going towards the north. The tram- 
ear slopped when F got down at the North-East Corner of the Notun 
Bazar. I entered the bazar. 3 or 4 Constables passed by my right into 
the bazar. They had Idl pugrees, regulation lathies, I did not notice 
whether they had belts. They were pursuing some Bengalee gentlemen. 
Some one from my left struck me. I believe he was a paharawalla — ^had 
a lal pugree, with a paharawalWs coat without the belt. I was struck 
on my left thigh with a regulation lathic (shows the mark and complains 
of pain — swelling still exists and black mark). I ran and fell into a heap 
of rubbish ; the self-same man struck me on my left elbow (shows a distinct 
mark). The same man struck on my arm as I raised my hand to protect my 
head. Twice I was struck on the arm, as I lifted it. I gave no provoca- 
tion whatsoever. While I was still lying I was again struck a fourth 
time on my right elbow (shows mark). It was dark and I could not 
recognise the features of my assailant. I went to a relation’s house, 
Babu Nakur Chand Basak’s of Charakdanga Street, near by, and could 
not go to my house that night, because of pain. I did not go to the 
police office. I called on Babu R. C. Paul after the inquiry, as I could 
not go anywhere before that. I attended office on Tuesday i,e,, 4 days 
after the occurrence. 


4. Shamdas Pal on solemn affirmation — ^ 

I live at 71, Chasadhobaparah Street, am Clerk, Plague Depart- 
ment, Municipal Office. 

On 2nd (Ictober, on Wednesday at 10 p.m., I went out of my house 
to purchase sweets at Baranasee Ghose’s Street’s junction with Chitpore 
Street. I saw about 125 Constables in uniform except their belts, flourish- 
ing their sticks and coming, making a great golmat Out of fear I 
stood on the footpath, near the shop. One Constable struck on my 
head. I bled profusely (shows a big mark) I was shivering and supported 
myself by holding a wall. I became naked and bandagS3"'my wound 
with my cloth and wont^home. I gave no provocation to the Constable. 
The Inspcotor passed by in a gharry, I was semi-conscious and can’t 
say what happened (the injury is about an inch deep). I got a 
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ceirtMoate from Dr. Poresh. Chandra Butt L.M.S. and sent to oMcd 
and had to absent myself lor a week from the office. I was bed-ridden for 
8 days. 1 attended Mr. Collin’s enqu'ry and gave evidence to this effeci 


6. Qostobehaey Mxjkebjee oix solemn affirmation — 

I live at 79, Chasadkobapara Street. I am a Brahmin Pundit. I 
was at first living in Benares and came down to Calcutta a year ago. 
I am about 80 years of age. I am a retired religious man. On Wednes- 
day the first day of occurrence at 9-30 p.m., I was going from 
Gurudas PaFs shop to Mullick Brother's shop to shut up their 
doors, as I heard some golmal while I was at Pal's shop. As I stepped 
down from Pal's shop a Constable struck on my right leg. I am positive 
that the man was a Constable in uniform. He had a lathie in his hand. 
I then saw a blow aimed at my head. I raised my left hand to ward off 
the blow. I received the blow on my arm and ran inside Pal's shop. 
I could not come to Mullick's shops. There was a contusion but no blood 
was shed (shows the arm still bandaged) I appeared before Mr. Collin 
and deposed to the same effect. 


6. Hibalal Sen on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 115, Ahirilolla Street, am Partner in the Moon Press 
of 18, Nimoo Gossain's Lane. 

My father is Babu lladha Binode Sen, a Government pensioner. On 
Wednesday at 8-30 p.m., I heard my father coming shouting from down- 
stairs to the effect that he could not move and asked us to help him up- 
stairs. I found him leaning against the sitdder door, I found his left 
knee-joint swollen and a black mark on his shoulder. He complained of 
severe pain and could not stretch his legs. He is now in a bad condition. 
He got fever from that very night and was treated by Dr. Brommo 
Narayan. He is unable to move about. My father is 60 years old. 
(The witness prays that the Commissioners might go and examine hiTn 
at his house as the relatives are all alarmed at his critical condition). 

.7. Bamanath Ghose on solemn affirmation — 

I am a shopkeeper at 106, Chasadhobapara Street. 

On Thursday at 7 p.m. I went to purchase Khir and Ghana at Notun 
bazar. I saw 8 o« 10 Constables standing to the south of Beadon Square. 
I was going towards the west. All on a sudden, a Constable struck me on 
niy left forearm. The Constanble was in full uniform. There was 
another Bengalee on the road. I implored the Constable not tj beat me. 
Another Constable struck me on my left arm in another place (shows both 
marks, distinct). I ran away and another Cons^ble struck me on the 
loghead, (shows a wound on the forehead). There were several Constables 
«Jid they beat me though I appealed for mercy. The other man was also 
struck and he fell down. I don't know him. I tried but could 
not enter the gate of the bazar. I had one ten-rupee note and two rupees 
for making purchases.* I had a gold ring on my finger, and an umbrella 
^ Two Genjstables took away all those articles from me. I 

nadno Aoirt on, The nl^es were in my cloth about my lions. A man from 
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tke bazar nursed me. 1 saw the bazar people running away towards 

market), sajing they were being beaten by the police, I 
went to the Presidency Commissioner's office and said there what I have 
said here just now. 

8. Kanilal Dey on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 39-2, Beadon Eoad — ^Pleader, Small Cause Court, 
Calcutta — age 40. 

On Wednesday 2nd October, I was going from Notun bazar to my 
home at 8-30 p.m. Just as 1 passed the corner of the Beadon Square I 
saw some disturbance in the Square and I saw people running out from 
the garden on all sides, chased by Constables in uniform. They were 
in full uniform with belts and plates. I saw I was in danger. I went 
to the north side of the Beadon Street and stood on a raised platform in 
front of a house near Ashu Babu’s dispensary. 1 could not proceed 
further as people were being beaten by Constables on the East side of 
the Square. Some 6 or b Constables came running chasing some Ben- 
galees. They were going eastward, but all on a sudden they stopped 
near me. There were others standing near me. The Constables cried out 
“ Beat the Bengalee Salas.'' In spite of my entreaties they gave me 
several blows on my left upper arm, (shows big marks on both arms, right 
leg, left knee, and a swelling on the calf of the left leg and other parts of 
the body, shows another scar on the head). I got several blows. On 
receiving blows on Ihe head I fell down senseless. I recovered and ran for 
my life towards Chitpore lioad. I received the blows at 8-46 p.m. and 
reached home at 11-30 p.m. Blood was streaming out of my head and 
soaked my clothes, yet each paharawalla I met gave me a blow. I took 
shelter in a shop in Chitpore road and the shopkeeper attended to my 
injuries. I was taken to the dispensary of Dr. P. B. Banerjee; the com- 
pounders dressed my injuries. 1 sent for a brother pleader who took me 
home. I went to Mr. Collin’s inquiry and waited there on the 1st day 
from 1 p.m. to 3 p.m. I had to remain standing all the while and I was 
weak, so I could not give my evidence. I am still very weak. I was 
absent from Court from the 3rd October since I got the injuries. 


9. Gostobehaby Sett on solemn affirmation— 

I have a watch-shop at 373-5, Upper Chitpore Eoad. 

On Wednesday at 9-30 p.m., I saw some Constables coming up to my 
shop. I closed the doors of my shop as I found the policemen were break- 
ing the lamps of the shops on the Eoad. I saw them breaking with my 
own eyes, • They had uniforms except belts. About 20 Constables began 
to break the glass-panes of my shopdoors and windows. Out of fear I 
ran inside the shop and kept myself concealed. They did not enter the 
shop. They broke, from outside, the clocks and glasses. I went to Mr. 
Collin's enquiry. Name of my firm is Sett Dutt and Co. watch-makers." 
I sent a telegr am to the Ideutenant-Governor at Darjeeling. Others also 
sent telegrams informing him about the occurrence. This was done 2 
days after the occun^uce. My name was taken dowp before Mr. Collin's 
enquiry but not ftvy ovidenoe. 
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10. Qi&ish Ghandea Boy on solemn aifirmation — 

I live at 14, College Square. I am owner of the University 
Press and Law Book Publisher — My age is 60. 

On Thursday at 8 p.m., 1 was travelling with 4 Marwaris in the 
hrst-class of a Belgachia Gar. 1 had business at 297 Chitpore Boad. 
Beaching there 1 found the shop closed and so did not get down and 1 
wanted to come back by the same car via Shambazar. When I reached 
&rey Street I found about 1,000 people consisting of sweepers, dhangars, 
low class Mahomedans and 15 or 20 Constables with uniform on and 
lathies. The rest of the crowd had lathies and brickbats. While inside 
the car I heard they were crying “ Here is a Bengalee Sala going.’" They 
atruck against the tram panels. The conductor came and said “ When 
did you get in.” I told hiih “ you gave me a ticket, don’t you know?” I 
vras the only Bengalee in the car. Others also came and attacked me, 
aimed lathies and threw stones at mo which wounded me. I was 
struck inside the car and then dragged out and struck on the road. While 
inside the car I was poked with Lathies. At Sovabazar Street Corner a 
Constable struck me with a lathie, I was struck on a finger in the left 
band (shows fracture of middle finger in left hand and marks on several 
)arts of the body). My shirt was torn out leaving only a portion on my arm. 
My watch and a gold specs Its. 35-9 in a money bag in my pocket were 
matched away by my assailants. Amongst the crowd some cried out 
‘ Don’t beat him, he will die.” I was then pushed into Sovabazar Street 
vhen a Constable struck me on my waist (shows his bandaged left arm). 


11. Bholanath Sett on solemn afi&rmation — 

I am Manager, Mullick Brothers. 

On Wednesday when we were making up our cash we heard a row 
at about 9 p.m. Coming out we saw some Constables chasing and beating 
some Bengalees and passers-by. Several Constables came up and thrust 
their lathies in the glasses of our shop, while they were chasing. Our 
Syce came and told me that he was beaten. Blood was coming out of 
his head. Seeing this we closed the front glass-door, the Constables 
struck at that door and broke it. We ran upstairs for our lives. From 
there we heard the noise of the breaking of our glasses. Our Saris and 
clothes were strewn. Our loss was about Bs. 600. I deposed before 
Mr. Collin to the same effact who also visited our shop. Police Superin- 
tendent also came and investigated. Next day we sent a wire to Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in conjunction with some of the pxincipal shopkeepers of 
the locality. No reply has been received to the wire. 


12. Samsee on solemn affirmation — 

I am Syce, Mullick Brothers. 

^ On Wednesday at 9 my carriage was at the door when I found 
police Constables were beating people to the north and the horse bolted with 
the carriage. I was seated behind the carriage and fell down in the jerk. 
A Conctable struck me on my left leg and I fell down, when another Con- 
stable struck me on my head .(shows a scar). Then I went inside the shop 
of my master. T was bleeding profusely, and showed it to my master. I 
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was taken to the hospital where my wound was dressed. The wound is 
not yet healed, and 1 am still usi^ medicines. I went to Mr. Collin’s 
inguiiy^ but I was not asked anything. 


13. Toiisbt Ohaban Ghosb on solemn affirmation — 

I live 43, IN'andalal Sen’s Street. I am Partner oi a firm 
dealing in timber — ^age 38. 

I was present at the Beadon Square meeting on Wednesday. Babu 
Monoronjan Guha was speaking and Babu Lalit Mohon Ghosal followed, 
then Mr. A. 0. Eoy spoke, then one Basudev spoke. He was saying 

as soon as this was said there was a golntal and Constables began striking 
with lathies, there were no throwing of brickbats, nor did I hear any 
such thing then. 1 was at the South-west Corner. Lathies incessantly 
fell on people. There was a great confusion. I tried to get out of the 
Park. One police Constable struck me with a lathie on my forehead, the 
crown of the head, and chest. I ran away and hid myself in a shop. I 
bled. I went northwards and was treated and nursed by some neighbours. 
I did not go to the enquiry held by Mr. Collin. I did not hear police 
ordering the meeting to be stopped. 


14. Kbisto Kisoee Sen on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 14-1, Sovaram Basak’s Street — am Aratdar — 

Barabazar. 

I went to the meeting on Wednesday at Beadon Square. I had rose- 
water, atardan etc. with me. There was some golToal and people ran in 
all directions. As I was coming out, I was beaten by Constables. On 
the road, I was struck on the right knee (shows swelling) and other parts 
of the body. I had silver vessels (atardans) with me and they were 
snatched away by the Constables. I took shelter in a trunk-maker’s shop 
with several others. I saw from there Constables striking passers-by and 
the people in tram cars. There were no brickbats thrown in the meeting, 
not did I hear at that time that bricks were thrown. No pol'ceman 
ordered the meeting to be stopped. I had fever for 2 or 3 days. 


15. Bjndtj Bbwa on solemn affirmation — , 

1 live at Shambazar, Shikdarpara-crossing — am a Prostittte. 

On Thursday at 8-30 p.m. there was golmal in a shop at the crossing 
The gundas struck at the mat-door. The Constables were leading the 
gundas. They were striking at sweetmeat shops. I closed my doors. A 
stroke was given at the next door when a Constable said, “leave 
this house alone, but attack the next one.” Lathies were struck 
against my window and it was broken. They began to beat against 
the door and broke it open. One of the two persons inside the house 
was struck on his ht^. I then bolted the door of my owp room. The 
other nnoi ran away. I skw from my window that the gundas 
and the OottHablfs broto open a deraj in my tenant’s room and took 
away pair of gol4 hharis, one silver iccch(i»20 bharu, 
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Bs. 11 in easily and some utensils. They then broke opbn my room and 
snatched my Makri from my ear (shows marks) and a gold necklace — 6 
hhari from my neck from my arms (shows marks on arms and 

neck, caused while so snatching). All this was done in view of the Con^ 
stables who were standing at the door. Then 3 pieces out of 10 churis were 
taken from my arm, a lot of utensils and cloths were also taken away. Four 
rooms were looted. About 20 gundas entered my house and about 100 
standing outside. I complained to the police, I informed my neighbours 
EumarM. N. Mitraand Hon’bleB. N. Bose. The Police took down my 
statement. I deposited a shirt and key in the police station which were 
left behind. I petitioned the Commissioner of Police. I sent a registered 
letter to Mr. E. W. Collin (shows receipt). I lodged complaint in Sham- 
pukur Thana. 


16. Notobor Dutt on solemn affirmation. 

I live at Notunbazar. 

I have a sweetmeat shop there. On Wednesday at 7-30 or 8- p.m. 
we were seated in our shop when some paharawallas struck me with lathies 
and looted the things of the shop (shows a mark on hnger — ^the wound is 
still fresh). I received this wound on my trying to ward off the blow on 
my head. My loss was 2 to 3 hundred rupees. About 25 Constables 
looted my shop. I was beaten as I remonstrated. I did not inform the 
police. 


17. Brindaban Dutt on solemn affirmation— 

I am aged 70. 

I have a poddar shop at the Corner of Beadon Street. On Wednes- 
day at 10 P.M., some Constables came and poked me with lathies, I closed 
the door and then the Constables broke the window of my shop. 


18. Jadun\th Ghose on solemn affirmation — 

I am aged 6St I live at 11, Baranasee Ghose’s Street. Sweet- 
meat shop. 

On Wednesdegr at 9-30 p.m. I heard a golmal and came out into the 
Street and saw Constables in batches running on. I came to my shop. 
One Constable said the “ Sala is a Bengalee ” and struck me on my left 
shoulder and chin (shows marks); My articles were thrown about and 
taken away : the loss being Rs. 11. 


19. Nritya Mohun Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I am aged 80. Owner of 10, Baranasee Ghose’s Street. 

I live upon house rent. On Wednesday at 10 p.m. I came out to 
collect the daily rents[ from tenants. — Sonne Constables struck me on my 
left shoulder and hand* with lathie (shows marks) I fell down. I had fever 
for 3 or 4 days, I have still pain and swelling. 
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20. Mohendra Nath Pal on solemn affirmation— 

I live at 6, Baranasee Ghose^s Street. 

I was seated at Gagan PaVs bouse with some others. There was a 
golmal — we came out, 12 or 13 Constables came up saying Here are 
Bengalee Salas.^^ We were struck (shows marks on right knee and 
shoulder. This was on Wednesday at 9 p.m. 


21. Satish Chandra Dey on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 371, Upper Chitpore Road. 

On Wednesday Police struck Sham a Charan Pal of our shop (Manick- 
lal Seal’s shop) while he was closing the shop. He got a fracture on the 
right hand. The Constables broke our electric fans and lights. I was 
present at this outrage. Complaint was made to Mr. Collin. Shama 
Charan Pal has gone to his native village. 


22. Kedarnath Das on solemn affirmation — 

I live at Champatolla — Akhil Mistry’s Lane. Hawker of 
Sweetmeats. 

On Wednesday at 9-30 p.m. I was going to Lall bazar to purchase 
sweets when I heard a row. I saw Constables beating the passers-by. A 
pdharawalla snatched my purse and the utensils I had for sweets. I had 
Rs. 7-14 in my purse. I had other sweets with me which I purchased at 
Barabazar and they were also taken away. 


23. Ramhury Bhur on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 23, Ram Mohun vShah’s Lane. 

My brother Bistuliari Bhar has got a cloth shop at 155, Upper Chit- 
pore Road. On Thursday at 11-30 p.m. I returned to my shop on getting 
some information and found the doors broken open and looted. The 
damages are assessed at Rs. 5,000. Cash Rs. 125 and a gold ornament 
valued at Rs. 100 were also broken away. The ornament was kept in 
the shop for repairs. I am a practising pleader in the Court of the Muni- 
cipal Magistrate. I went to the Shampukur Thana that night but they 
did not record my statement. Next day I filed a petition before the Com- 
missioner of police and on the 9th before Mr. CollinV When I went to 
the shop I found some Constables sitting outside the shop.

From 12 noon to 6 p.m. 

Eai Srinath Fal Bahadur was deputed by the Commission to take 
the deposition of Babu Badhabenode Sen, at 116, Aheeretola Street whose 
condition was declared serious by his relatives. 

24. Eadhabinode Sen on solemn affirmation — 

I ’live at 115, Aheeretola Street — (taken on Commission at his 

house) : — 

(Shows injuries in the left knee and the right shoulder and in the 
back of the waist — can hardly speak). 

On Wednesday, at about 8-45 p.m. while I was coming from a trunk- 
shop at the corner of Chorebagan, I saw Pahrawallahs standing in a file. I 
was told by a Paharawallah to walk by the other side of the road of the 
Nimtollah Ghat Street (corner of the Chitpore Eoad) and while I was 
so doing I was struck by two paharawallahs on my left knee and right 
shoulder. An old paharawallah asked the others to stop the beating 
md I ran away home. I have been bed-ridden since then (condition pale, 
syes yellow, limbs emaciated, age 61), and under treatment of Dr. 
Brahmanarain. 


25. A. C. Eoy on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 25-5, Kundu Lane. 

I have got a shoe-factory at 145-4, Lower Chitpore Eoad — was one 
)f the speakers in the Beadon Square meeting on Wednesday. I attended 
the meeting at 8 p.m., I gave a speech and was followed by Basudev, a 
young man. While he was speaking Police Inspector Fazil shouted out 
“ stop the meeting, stones are being thrown at us.” I did not see any 
stones thrown, nor did anybody else say that stones were being thrown. 

Qustion by Hon’ble E. C. Pal — Are you quite sure that stones were 
not thrown P 

Ans. — I am quite sure that stones were not thrown. 

Q. — How do y^u arrive at that conclusion? 

A. — Because the police officer sat near us only 3 or 4 yards from the 
platform, they sat among the audience. 

Q. — By President — Did any body tell him that no stones were thrown? 

A. — No opportunity was given as shewn by their subsequent conduct. 

Before the order of the Inspector Fazil was hardly finished, some 
policeman shouted “ ” (strike). The policeman was above the rank of 

paharawallas, and concurrently a whistle was blown. Then the constables 
began to strike the people with lathies indiscriminately. None of the 
meeting nor anybody ojitside gave any provocation. I am quite sure^ of 
it. In the hubbub I Iqst my hat and stick. While I was ende avour ing 
to leave the meeting and run awa^ an old Brahmin_ahi,i m ed pie ]^,ii(’1l^md

and said he was severely beaten in the hand. I was trying to come to 
the Beadon Street. While I had just left the footpath, I saw 60 police- 
men rushing towards us and beating people indiscriminately. In order 
to avoid beating I thought of crossing the road to find shelter. Before 
I could do so I was struck by a pahara walla in full uniform. I was 
struck on the left scapula severely. I got only one blow. Pain still 
exists. I then managed to run away. The Inspector and his men 
did not give any opportunity of quietly leaving the meeting or 
returning to it. They attacked by surprise. I don’t know whether 
I scaled over the fencing or passed through the gate. I did not com- 
plain to any police officer. I wrote a short letter to the Bengalee ” 
that very night on the receipt of a note received from Babu 
Panchcowri Banerjee, Sub-Editor of the Bengalee.” While I was 
coming away I saw quiet passers-by being struck by paharawallas. I did 
not appear before Mr. Collin. Inspector Fazil said, “ The meeting was 
getting disorderly and stones were being thrown at him.” As a matter 
of fact the meeting was not getting disorderly, the audience were quite 
taken by surprise. I further saw from the street that the paharawallahs 
were striking against the tram car. All this took place at about 9 p.m. 
I did not notice any. lamps being broken. From the position in which 
I was I could see the tram-cars struck. 


26. Khetranath Gangopadhaya on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 1, Haralal Hitter's Lane, Baghbazar. Gloth- 
. merchant — aged 65. 

On Thursday, at 8-30 p.m., I closed my cloth-shop at 129-1-44, Corn- 
wallis Street. On getting some information that shop would be looted, 
I came back at 12-30 a.m., and found my sliop broken and clothes stolen 
to the value of Es. 700. Next morning 1 gave information to the Police, 
but they did not enquire. 


27. Shankar Banerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 1, Haralal Hitter’s Lane, liaghbazar. 

I am owner of a groceer’s shop at No. 8, Bosepxra Lane. On Thun- 
day, at 8 or 8-30 p.m., I saw 5 Constables in uniform and 70 or 80 goondas 
striking against the mat-door of my shop. T entered the shop with 
the goondas. The paharawallahs were poking their lathies at the mat- 
door. I was beaten by one of the goondas. I seizeU a lathie aimed at 
me. The goondas took away all my articles worth about Es. 500. Last 
witness is my father-in-law. I got only one blow. The lathie is still 
with me. 


28. Amrita Lal Datta on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 26-1, Mirzaffer’s Lane. 

I have got a kerosine oil shop at the Municipal market. On Thurs- 
day, the 3rd October, at about 6 p.m., I got into a tram car near th( 
Kristodaa Pal Sta ne. At 7 p.m., I boarded a Chjtpore car near Fouzdar 
Balakhana. At 7-30 F.M., the car came up to Grey Street. As soon as th< 
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lirrived there several people dislocated the trolly rope and put out the 
ight and then began to strike against the front of the car. I stood upon 
b bench and then brickbats were thrown at the car. The assailants were 
loondas. I could not make out whether -they were Constables. 1 found 
ill passengers had left the Ist and 2nd class cars. I tried to come down from 
;he car when I was assaulted by several of the men with lathies. (Shew- 
ng left forearm in splints). There is a fracture. Dr. Haridhone Datta 
s treating me. I saw a paharawallah to whom I complained. He asked 
le to run away otherwise I would be further beaten. Then I was taken 
Lome in a carriage by some of my friends. 1 am still under treatment. 

! am incapacitated from work. My age is 38. I did not report to any- 
)ody. 


29. Da. Ehagendbai:.al Sen on solemn affirmation — 

I am a Homoepathic Practitioner — No. 64, Baranashi Ghose’s 

}treet. 

About 4 days ago I was called to see a patient in the bustee of 109, 
iaranashi Ghose’s Street. I saw three or four injuries on his head. He 
^ot tetanus. His name is Hajani Kanta Ghose. I sent him to the Medi- 
al College Hospital yesterday as his condition was precarious. He said 
.e was assaulted by some paharawallahs near the Beadon Square. The 
olice of Jorasanko came to enqiiire of me when I sent the man to the 
lospital. I made a statement before the police to this effect. In my 
pinion the patient would not survive more than 48 hours. The patient 
s' a very poor man. 


30. Pean Keishna Pyne on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 39, Kaliprosad Dutt’s Street. A clerk in Beharilal 

Bey’s shop. 

On Wednesday at 8-30 p.m., while I was coming from my shop I 
entered the Beadon Square when Mr. A. C. Roy was delivering a speech. 
Basurev Babu followed him. While he was speaking a Mahome- 
dan Inspector who was writing a report near the dias shoued out and said 
Stop tl'.e meeting, some disturbance to the north of the meeting !” Imme- 
diately a young Beflgali Inspector said " »lt’|T'8 ” (lieat all the 

Salas). At once a paharawalla struck a gentleman, who stood by 
the side of the Mahomedan Inspector, who fell down and was again 
struck. There were 3 or 4 paharawallahs near the platform who 
began striking people who ran away. The Constables who were 
outside on the road began to enter the park driving the people 
back. While I was attempting to scale the fencing to the south 
a paharawalla in full uniform snatched away my silk chuddar and another 
p^arawalla struck me on the left arm (shows mark). My wound is not yet 
healed up. Then I took shelter in a rnistri’s shop. - 1 found that on the 
East of the Square soine 10 or 12 Constables were driving away the 
people towards -the Bambag&n side brandishing their lathies. : 



31. Bhootnath Manna on. solemn affirmation—. 

I live at 4, Goolu Ostagur’s Lane. 

I am ^neral manager in tlie firm of H. D. Manna and Co. of 356 
Upper Ghitpore Boad. (Driiggists shop). On Wedii^jsday at about 
?-30 p.m. I heard a row. I came out and saw • gol.’iiiil at the Beadnii 
Square comer. Then about 30 or 40 Constables came running and tried to 
enter our shop. There were many friends of mine who fled inside the 
shop. They struck me on the back and waist. I had pain for 2 to 3 days. 
We then closed our doors (glass) which were then broken to pieces by 
forhawallas. The glass-cases and show-bottles were also broken. Then ■ 
we put out the main switch and the police went away. 


32. Nibaean Chandea Mittea on solemn afiirmation — 

I live at 42, Durga Charan Mittra’s Street. I am aged 65. 

I work in the import and supply agency Canning Street. On Thurs- 
day the 3rd Octobef about 7-30 or 8 P.M., I boarded a tram-car near 
dury Balldkhana,. When the car arrived at the Grey Street crossing 60 or 70 
people consisting of 15 or 16 constables, 50 or 60 dhangars and low class 
Mahomedans surrounded the car with lathies in their hands. From their 
appearance 1 took them to be dhangars. The parhawallas were in uniform. 
I was standing in front of the trailer on the car, when I was struck on 
the right scapula. (The witness produced a medical ceritficato 
from Dr. Jogendra Nath Ghosh, n. m. s., showing that he had a fracture 
of the spine of right scapula. The hand is still bandaged and he can’t 
move it). Another paharawalla struck me on the fingers of the left hand, 
and I was also beaten on other parts. I had this coat on (shows a tattered 
coat) in whose pocket I liad a cloth purse containing Rs. 32 which was 
snatched away by pahamwallas who came into the car. While I was still 
there other people who were in the car dropped out. I got down near my 
house where I was helped in. I am still incapacitated from work. I wrote 
a report to the Bengalee and sent a petition to the Commissioner of the 
Presidency Division but received no reply. (The man is old and emaciated 
and his hurts are very severe). 


33. Sheik Shomeee, (Mahomedan), on sojemn affirmation — 

I am an assistant in an unmbrella shop at 277-7, Upper Chitpore 
Boad. On Thursday at 8-30 p.m., on hearing a golrugl I closed the doors 
of my shop. We remained within. I saw 10 or 12 constables with about 
200 low class people come and break open the door. The constables stood 
on the road. About 20 gundas entered the shop and carried away about 
half of ou/ articles in view of the constables. While the looting was going on 
I offered a bribe of Bs. 10 to a / emadar asking him to withdraw the people 
from my shop. I paid Bs. 10 to him and the people were withdrawn. I 
locked the shop^. I was struck by constables but I have got no marks. I 
gave information to the Kumartolee Thana.^ There about 40 Jemadars 
were made to stand in a row. I identified the Jemadar who took bribe 
from me. This was after I gave evidence beforp Mr. Collin. After the 
identification n y statement was taken by Jbhe Inspector.* I knew the 
/emaiar from before.^ 
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34. Kamakha Chaean Banneejee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 97, Upper Chitpore Eoad, (Tailor shop). 

On Wednesday at 8-30 r. m., 4 policemen, constables in uniform, came 
up to my shop. Two of them got up on the verandah and struck me with 
lathies on the left side in three places. I still feel pain on the left jaw. 
I managed to close the shop and then went away. 


35. Dasaeatiiy Bhar on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 81, Upper Ohitpore lload, (Tailor shop). 

I work in the above-named shop. On Wednesday at about 8-30 p.m., 
a passer-by asked me to close my shop, as golTual was going on in the 
north. As I was closing the shop some 25 constables came up in uniform 
and with regulation lathies. One constable came out of the file and struck 
me on my chest (shows mark). I fell down. I was helped inside by another 
shop-assistant. We then barred the shop and the police went away. 


36. Aksuoy Kumar Dass on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 68-7, Durga Charan Hitter’s Street. 

I have a sweetmeat shop at Brarabazar. On Thursday at about 10 
P.M., on my way home near Babu Kally Nath Hitter’s house at Beadon 
Street 4 constables in uniform came running towards me, 3 of them 
struck me on the left hand (shows mark in two places) and back (big scars on 
the back). When I attempted to run away another constable struck me on 
the right leg and I fell down. I gave no provocation. They came on a 
sudden and struck me. Hy chaddar was taken away. They searched my 
waist cloth and took Es. 1-5 which I had with me. I was under the 
treatment of Dr. Surath Ch. Bose. I am still under his treatment. 


37. Sasi Bhusan Coondu on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 17-1, Chasadhobapara Street. 

I live on house rents. On Weunesday at 11 p.m., I went to the Beadon 
Square to see what was going on. When 4 or 5 men caught me by the 
neck saying “ He is a .Bengali.” Two constables were standing 10 or 12 
cubit 3 off. Those people dragged me a few paces. I fell down and 
got injuries. I#fainted away. While I was returning my shirt and coat 
were snatched away. The faharaxoallahs who were standing by, did not 
interfere. They made me naked. Then a paharawallah came and told me 
Bhago, Bhago.” (Go away). 


33. Nagendra Nath Dey on solemn afflmration — 

I live at 277-8, Upper Chitpore Eoad,. (Umbrella-shop). 

At about 8-30 p.m., on Thursday, I saw some 10 or 12 paharawallas in 
their uniform but without the belts rush upon our shop and struck a blow 
on the leg of my fatiher.who was sitting near the door and struck me also 
on the left' leg (shows marks). Some of the articles which were kept 
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outside were taken away by the goondas wbo were with the paharmoatlas 
as well as by 2 or 3 constables. We then barred our doors. I went to 
Mr. Collin and gave evidence to this ejffect. 


39. Dukhiram Panwallah on solemn affirmation — 

I have got a Pan shop at the Garan-hatta crossing. On Thursday 
at 7 P.M., I closed my shop. I came back at 12 p.m., and found it was all 
right. The next morning I came and found the door intact but the 
planks removed from the floor and my articles were some stolen and some 
scattered. I complained to the European Sergeants who were then on 
duty, but they said they did not know and said, “ Bhago.” (Go away). 


40. Sajrat Chandra Pramanick on solemn affirmation — 

I work in a sweetmeat shop situated at 2, Baranashi Ghose’s Street. 
On Wednesday, at 9 or 9-30 p.m., I was sitting in my shop, when 10 or 
12 constables came up and gave me a thrust of the lathie. I went inside 
my shop. Some of the sweets were eaten and some thrown away and 
some carried away. They were in uniform except belts. 


41. Nitai Ch. Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I have got a tailor-shop at 80, Upper Chitpore Eoad. On Wednesday 
at 8-30 P.M., I heard the sound of glass panes being broken at a neighbour- 
ing shop. I put out the light and had no time to close the doors, when 
2 constables rushed upon my shop, a boy and an old man who were in 
my shop were assaulted by the pafiarawallahs. The boy was struck when 
he attempted to run out of the shop. The old man got a thrust of the 
lathie. The door was then bolted. 


42. Hari Charan Das on solemn affirmation — 

I have got a tailor shop at 163, Upper Chitpore Road. On Thursday 
at 7-30 P.M., I heard of the looting of shops. I hurriedly made up my 
cash and just managed to fasten one padlock when a hallah of pahara- 
wallahs came, and 6 of them came out of the file and one of them struck 
me on the left side of the forehead (black mark visible and a contusion). 
I fell down and the paharawallas snatched away my cash, Rs. 143 wrapped 
up in a piece of paper. A neighbouring atarwallah came up and attended 
to my injuries. I took shelter in the atarwallah^ s shop. I remained there 
for one hour. While there I saw some 15 constables, with about 20 men 
who seemed to be mootiahs come to my shop and attempt to break open 
my shop. The atarwallah said he was a Mahomedan and that was his 
shop. The constable said to the mob let it alone.” Then they moved 
away. I there all night. 1 saw passengers in tbib tram car 

being dxtog|»d oht of t% car and assaulted and robbed by the pahara- 
wallahs* f odli^ sipod looking on. 



43, Bam Chand Shah on solemn affirmation — 

I have got a sweet-meat shop at the Sobhabazar crossing. At 10 
on Thursday some 50 low class people came and looted my neighbour's 
sweetmeat shop. Seeing this I took away my articles inside the almirah 
and as I was taking the cash inside, 10 or 12 constables came and one 
struck me with a lathie on the left leg. Some-one pulled me by the leg and 
I fell down and was mercilessly beaten (shows injuries on the leg, big 
marks and scars). I missed my cash box which contained Bs. 100. 
(There are 8 or 10 marks big and dist*nct in his hand and leg). One of the 
constables said Don't beat him further, the man would die." They 
then left and I was carried home by my relations. 


44. Kunja Behari Mukerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 166-1, Upper Chitpore Boad, (Sweet-meat shop). 

The last witness’s shop is just by my side. On Thursday at 8-30 p.m., 
some 200 or 300 men led by a fat Jemadar of Jorasanko whom I knew 
from before and some 6 or 6 constables came into my shop and 
ate and scattered away my sweets and removed some of my utensils and a 
cash-box containing Rs. 18 or 19, the proceeds of that day’s sale and Bs. 200 
which I had borrowed that noon from one Devehdra Nath Chatterji of 
Jagat Mukerji’s Street. I was then beaten. About an hour after 3 
constables with some goondas came and assaulted Bam Chandra Saw 
(the last witness) severely. One constable struck me two blows. 
I then ran and hid myself in a handi shop of ‘Bameswar Coondu. The 
potter challenged me. I said I was a poor Brahmin and I came for 
shelter. I did not inform the police. I can identify the Jemadar. 


45. Amrita Krishna Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 115, Upper Chitpore Road, (Plumber shop). 

At 6-30 P.M., on Thursday while I was coming from Grey Street to 
Chitpore Boad, I saw a gang of constables and Jemadars going from south. 
They had uniforms on. I stood on the footpath. One Jemadar came near 
me. I got upon a roah The Jemadar struck me on the head. He is a 
tall man. Some of the pahrawallahs struck me also. I was trying to get 
into a lane when my umbrella, chaddar and papers were snatched away by 
some goondas wljp were with the constables. Then the Jemadar asked 
them to let me go — (shows bandaged head). I am under treatment of 
Dr. Jatindra Nath Dutt, (wound more than 3" long and 1^'' deep. The 
wound is still 1|'' not healed up). The place of assault was 400 yds. from 
Coomartooly Thana. I deposed before Mr. Collin mostly to this effect. 


46. JoTiNDRA Mohan Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I live on house-rent. I reside at 34, Baranashi Ghose’s Street. 
On Wednesday at 8-30 or 9 p.m., I went to the Beadon Square for « 
constitutional walk as 'usual. A meeting was being held. I did not attend 
the meeting. . I seated mj'self on a bench near the statue. There were 2 . 
or 3 others there. At that time there was a gdlmal at the meeting and 
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immdiately I saw several gentlemen coming running towards me chased 
by constables in uniform. Those near me ran away. I was putting on 
my shoes when the constables came towards me. One pdhrawallah struck 
me on the head^ (shows a deep scar on the head). Two other 'palira* 
wallahs chased those who were running away. I ran away. I deposed 
before Mr. Collin to this effect I did not notice any brickbats being 
thrown there in the place. 

47. PuLiN Behari Dey on solemn affirmation — 

I have a poddar shop at 346, Upper Chitpore Road just opposite 
Beadon Square. At-8-30 p.m., on Wednesday, I closed the shop and went 
home, leaving the sircar who sleeps there and eats at a hotel. My sircar 
could not come to the shop because of the golmal. On Thursday, I came 
back at 6-30 a.m., and found doors broken open and a box missing. 
The box contained silver toys worth Rs. 200 or ^00. Models were also 
stolen. I spoke to the constables on duty. They said »tt^1 

(go Sala and cry Bandevmtaram), I found that 
attempts had been made to break open the iron chest. I can identify the 
constables who said those words to me. I did not attend Mr. Collin’s 
enquiry. 


48. Kaltdas Bhau on solemn affirmation — 

I have a cloth shop at 155, Upper Chitpore Road. 

On Thursday I came back to my shop at 10 p.m., on getting some in- 
formation. I and several others came to the place with lathies and axe and 
found 5 or 6 constables on the footpath, the door of the shop broken open 
and 10 or 12 dhangars and coolies inside the shop, looting the shop. We 
gave some blows to the goondas and they left. The constables also went 
away. My cash-box was stolen. My loss is eslimated at Rs. 2,000. I 
gave evidence to this effect before Mr. Collin. 


49. Puhna Chandra Bhattacharji on solemn p-ffirmation — 

I am a medical practitioner, l.c.p.s., having a dispensary at Barabazar, 
Narain Prosad’s Lane. On Wednesday at 8-45 p.m., while I was walking 
home and when near Beadon Square, I saw 4 o'r 5 constables suddenly 
attacking me with lathies. It was at the south-west corner of the square. 
I was struck by the 4 or 5 constables on various parts of the body, (shows 
marks on the head and one at the back). I have got pain still all over the 
body. I fell on the ground. After beating me the constables went away. 
With difficulty I walked home. I did not go to Mr. Collin. 


60. Atttl Krisii.nA on solemn affirmation — 

I jive at 16, Q-ollock Duti’.^ Lane, shopkeeper at Municipal 
Market, (oilman’s stores) 

On Wednesday at 9 x.u., I was returning home in a team car. I 
was in the trailer-car. The ear shmfed at Beadcm Square crossing. Brick- 
bats weie throw||^n^ th? (^v mil thrust by foharawallahs into the 
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car. Passengers fled. One gentleman got down from the car, and being 
assaulted by constables he fell down. As I tried to run away I was 
attacked by 3 constables, (shows mark on left arm). I have still pain all 
all over the body and canH use my hands. I did not go to Mr. Collin. 

61. EIhirod 'Behari Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 102, Hari Ghose’s St., Tailor’s shop at 334. Upper 
Chitpore Eoad. Firm’s name P. C. Pal and Co. 

On Thursday at 8-30 p.m., I was going home after closing my shop. I 
found 400 or 600 people. Among them were many constables standing 
there. When I reached Chaitanya Library some paharawallahs, 25 or 30, 
in full uniform said “ (“ Here is a Bengali Sala.'') 

They tried to snatch my chain etc. My durwan interfered. Then 6 or 
6 lathie blows were given by 5 or 6 constables. My durwan received 
2 blows, I was under treatment of Dr. Rajmohan Banerji. I was con- 
fl.hed to bed for 5 days. There is still pain all over the body. I appeared 
before Mr. Collin and gave evidence to the same effect. (Shows mark 
on leg). 

62. Krista Charan Karmokar on solemn affirmation — 

I have a Poddar shop at 36, Sitaram Ghose’s Street. 

On Thursday at 6-30 p.m., I was going to purchase silver. Near 
Beadon Square 2 constables came. They had no pagries but had other dress 
and came out of a file of constables and struck me on right upper arm and 
back, (shows two marks and also a swelling on right hand). I fled into 
Natunbazar. I am still under Medical treatment. I was bedridden for 5 
or 6 days. Dr. Khagendra Nath Sen treated me. 

63. Upbndra Nath Pal on solemn affirmation — • 

I have a book shop at 337 Upper Chitpore Boad. 

On Thursday at 7 p.m., I was sitting in my shop when I saw a gang 
of constables chasing people and saying ‘‘ ” (‘‘beat.”). Two persons 

were coming from north and took shelter on rok of the next shop. One 
of them was assaulted by the constables. The 2 men took shelter in my shop. 
There were dhangars and goondas with the 10 or 12 constables and one of 

the constables ordered " C»l'8 ”l (“ Loot this Bengali’s 

shop.) I am positive it was a paharawallah in uniform. The goondas 
threw brickbats at ifly shop. 7 glass-panes were broken. One constable 
came up to the shop and broke 3 glass-panes with a lathie. Then the 
parly retired. I ran inside the godown at the beginning and could roe 
from there. 

64. TJpeitora Nath Ghatti.biee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 13, Chorebagan Lane. 

I am employed in a bicycle shop of B. 0. Pannah of Corporation 
Street. I am also employed as a ^uard at the Star Theatre. At itbout 
1 X.U., on Wednesday, w^e returning from theatre on my way home near 
Bartoll&h Thana I saw several constables standing. When I came up 12 or 
13 ooiiutaUes meroilessly struck me with lathies, (shows a large number 
bl mivks on body and a deep scar on the head and face). Tlus occurrence 
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took place 10 cubits from Bortollah Tbauah. I ran away and fell down* 
i'rom the thanak office some one ordered (“ Take away his 

life/^) I said I work in tkeatre, you know me ” still I was assaulted 
while I was runninig. When I fell down they snatched away my watch, 
Es. 8 and cloth. I can identify 1 or. 2 constables. They then went away 
leaving me thinking me dead. The constables whom I can recognise 
belong to Burtollah Thana. I am still under medical treatment. I 
went to Mr. Collin. My name was noted but not called. 

66. Ashutosh Sen Gupta on solemn affirmation — 

I am a clerk, Accounts Department, Bank of Bengal, (60-1, 
Nimtollah 1st Lane). 4M3 ^ 

On Thursday, at 8-15 p.m., I, with a friend, came to the road near the 
crossing. There was a golmal. I then went along to Brindaban Basack^s 
Lane. I then saw 30 or 40 European Sergeants coming running towards 
us. I tried to run away but fell down. I was almost senseless as I got an 
injury. I then gained consciousness. I perceived several lathie blows 
falling on my back. About 10 or 12 European Sergeants held me and 
raised me up and gave me lathie thrust. Then several Indian constables 
came up and I was left to their charge. The pahrawalldhs took me to 
Beadon Square crossing giving me blows. The pahrawallas tried to snatch 
a German-silver tiffin-box which I had with me. I did not give it to them. 
I was struck on the hand, (shows mark). I was taken to some European 
policemen near Beadon Square. One of them pointed his guns towards 
me and asked me were you throwing brick-bats.’^ I said ‘‘ No. I was 
returning with tiffin-box from office” and showed them the box. They order- 
ed me to be taken to the thana. The constables took me inside a liqueor shop, 
where I found others also taken. 10 or 16 minutes after they took me out 
and arranged us in fi|les of 2 to be taken to Jorasanko Thana where we 
were taken. On the way we were beaten. At thana I was examined. I 
wanted to go to hospital as I had pain in my chest. I was sent along with 
6 others. Two were kept as indoor patients as they were 13 years old lads 
and had their legs fractured and the rest sent to thana. We were kept in 
the thana lock-up where we stajred the whole night. Next morning at 8-30 
A.M., we were taken out and again put into the lock-up. We were there 38 in 
number in the small lock-up. Everyone of us was in agony. Then 12 or 13 
of us were made to sit in the court-yard, as we were stifled with heat etc., in 
the lock-up. In the afternoon 4 or 5 were let out on bail. At night of that 
day I was let go on my father’s standing security. It was then midnight. 
On the following day I and others went to the Confmissioner of Police. 
About mr* it was said that Police saw a brick-bat in my hand. I was asked 
to come again on Monday. Mr, N. Gangooly saw the Superintendent and 
when I was placed before the Commissioner, the Police said, I had in my 
hand a tiffin-box and the Commissioner admonished me not to attend 
meeting, etc. The same Superintendent, who said I had tiffin-box stated 
previously that I threw bricks. 


66. HaPvIDas DttAR on solemn affirmation — - 

I have a I odder shop, at 149, Upper 'Chitpore Eoad. 

On .fe^nesday at S-30 tm . I closed theMoot of my shop and Trent to 
Beadon to bea^ ijpeechefl** A yotingman was delivering speeoh 
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-wli 0 ii 'Slianipooker TlMt&A Inspector ordered the nwatifi g to be stopped 
and A whistle was blown anu all the constables round about surrounded 
the meeting. As I was going out a constable struck me on my right 
waist. The constable beat the people in the meeting. Next day, Thursday, 

I heard about 4 f.m., constables saying all swadeshi shops will be looted. 
In the evening when constables were assaulting the people I closed the 
shop from inside. The constables were saying "JltRlI ifll and 

beating. On both the days 1 saw constables beating. 


67. ATiin>SA Eumab Das Ghosh on solemn affirmation — 

Am Clerk, Insurance Department, Jardine Skinner and Co. 

On Thursday at 7-30 p.m., I was coming home in a tram oar to Sobha- 
ba^ar, Darmahatta, when the tram reached the crossing opposite Dole & 
Co.’s firm brick-bats were being thrown against the pannell. Bricks were 
thrown from near Nimoo Gossain’s Lane. A constable came into the car 
and dislocated the tali-ropo. The constables also in uniform were dragg- 
ing Baboos from inside the car. Lathies were thrust into the car. I and 
ethers got under the benches of the car. Others fell on me. I got 
several thrusts on my head, ear and leg. I was dragged down from 
the car by constables and my chaddar and umbrella were snatched away. 
I took shelter in Satish Palchowdhury’s house, 

68. Paresh Nath Sircar on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 26, Durga Ch. Hitter’s Street. 

On Thursday, nt 8-30 p.m., I was coming on business to Jorasanko. 
When I came near Minerva Theatre I found 4 constables beating the 
people and chasing them. I was assaulted by those 4 constables on my right 
arm causing a fracture, (shows bandaged arm in slings). Another struck 
on my left shoulder. I fell down when I was assaulted on the back. That 
night Dr. Tulsicharan treated me. Since then I am under medical treat- 
ment. I can’t raise my hand. Can’t take food or work. I went also to the 
Medical College Hospital from where I was sent to thana. Doctors say 
the bones will not be set right, my age is 50. 

69. Shib Chandra Das on solemn affirmation— 

I live at 8, Grej Street, (Grocer’s shop). 

Tuesday at 8-30 p.m.,* several constables came in front of my shop. 
They went away 6 pr 6 cubits, when goondat struck on the door which 
gave way and I was struck seven blows. Rs. 1,156, one necklace and all 
articles were taken away. My total loss is Rs. 2,100. Glasswares also 
were taken away. There is still pain all over the body. I am under 
treatment of Dr, Satish CL. Barat. The looting took place in view of the 
constables who stood 4 or 5 cubits off. 



Third Day’s Proceedings. 

21it, October 1907, 

From 1 P-M.—6-16 p,m. 

60. Dk. D. N. Chatterjee, m.b., c.m., (Edin.) on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 282, Upper Ohitpore Road. 

I am a medical practitioner. Onj Thursday October 3rd. at 7 p.m. 
I was coming from Kumartuli to my house when at the junction of Grey 
Street and Upper Ohitpore Road, one of the faharawallas struck his lathie 
on one of the Venetians of my carriage. The Venetian gave way. The 
constable was in full uniform 4 or 5 constables aimed their lathies but only 
one of them managed to strike me. I had other business but I could not go 
out for fear of further assault, so I went to my verandah which faces Upper 
Ohitpore Rd. I saw metharsy sweepers and gundas dragging only Bengalee 
gentlemen out of every tram car, beating them and robbing them of all 
their belongings. I saw two gentlemen made completely naked. I gave 
shelter to a few gentlemen who had got severe cuts on their bodies and 
showed them narrow lanes by which they escaped. This went on till 
10 P,.M. The paharawallas were about 20 yards from the tram cars. In 
some cases they were in front of the cars. The paharawallas were stand- 
ing passively, looking on, enjoying the fun. I was not continuously on 
the verandah but most of the time. As evening advanced I saw the 
gundas carrying away a lot of cloths, etc. At 10 p.m., I saw 5 or 6 European 
constables, 4 of them armed. Then the rowdism began to subside. From 
that time no further disturbances took place. I appeared before Mr. 
Collin and gave evidence to this effect. 

61. Jetini Bewa on solemn affirmation — 

I live at Simla, Kansaripara, on Balai Singh's land. It is a bustee. 

My son was Rajani Kanto Ghose. He died yesterday at about 11 - 30 a.m. 
I was near him at his death. He died at the Medical College Hospital. 
He went to shopping in TiTotun bazar. He came back bleeding. It was 
on Wednesday 2nd October, Ist day of occurrence, and he reported to me 
that he was assaulted by constables. It was then 9 p.m. Being poor I could 
not call a doctor and gave native drugs, etc. Then 4 or 5 days after we 
called Dr. Shreedhar who pronounced the case- to be bad. Then I called 
Dr. Khagendranath Sen. He came, took pity on us, and gave us Rs. 2 
for diet, etc. Then he treated Rajani for 2 days, but be advised us and 
we sent the diceased to the Medical College Hospital. He was a brazier 
by profession. There is no other breadwinning member in the family. 
He was the only earning member, earning Rs. 8 per month. He has left 
a widow and a daughter 4 years old, Rajani was 25 years old. These 
are the widow and daughter (shows). My age is about 70 years. 

62. Bbsttt Chanbra Das on solemn affirmation— 

I live in Simla iripara. I know Rajani Kanto Ghose. He work- 
ed with me. Rajani came to the work shop one dliy, 17 or 18 days ago. I 
•aw his head bandaged. On my asking he said, iie was assaulted ly con- 
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ititbles previous niglit at Noiun bazar. He attended work 3 or 4 daysi 
then grew worse. I called Dr. Shreedhar who declared the case to be 
bad. I then called Dr. Khagendra. He helped the family with Hs. 2 
and. treated diceased for Sdays; then he was sent to the Hospital. I took 
him to the Medical College Hospital on the 19th instant in a palki at 10 a.m. 
At 6 p.m. I again went to see him. As soon as I went there 2 constables 
and ah officer came. The diceased^s statement was taken down. Bajani 
was asked who assaulted him. He said a fdharOwalla who struck him at 
No tun bazar near Beadon Square^ where he went to purchase articles. 
Police left before me. 


63. Saeat Chandea Singha on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 69, Mosjidbari Street. In charge of Correspondence 
Department of Messrs. Duncan Brothers, Merchants. 

On Thursday I was coming by tram at 7-45 p.m. in a Belgachia car 
after the mail work. I and Babus Atul Chandra Mukerjee, perfumer, 
Gostobehari Basak of my office, and Johorlall Mukerjee, partner of H C. 
Ganguli and Co. were proceeding together. When the car reached Sova- 
bazar crossing I was taken down by force by a constable who entered the 
car without uniform. There were 4 other constables in uniform near by. 
The man who took me down had a regulation lathie and police shoes. 
He tried to snatch my umbrella, then struck me on the back and aimed 
another blow on the head, I raised my umbrella which was broken and I 
received the blow near my left eye. The four constables did not interfere. 
I was again struck on the chest and have got pain. I ran into Dr. D. N. 
Chatter jee’s house where I found Atul Babu hiding himself. My com- 
panions fled at the beginning. I reported this matter to my superior, 
Mr. Thomas MacMoran, Vice-President, Chamber of Coimmerce. He said 
he had seen Mr. Collin. 


_64. Upbndea Nath Bhattachaeya on solemn affirmation — 

I live at No. 9, Galiff Street, Bagbazar. I am a sub-overseer P.W.D. 
On Thursday the 3rd October at 7 p.m., I was walking along Chitpore Bead 
to my house. W’hen I came opposite Beadon Square west some four con- 
stables in full uniform from my front and others from behind surrounded 
me and one of them gave the order Beat the SalaJ^ I was beaten on the 
head (shows scar on the head, not yet healed up and blue marks on the 
right forearm). I was also struck on the back. I placed myself undei 
the treatment of Dr. Suresh Chandra Bhattacharya. Two deshi cloths; 
three silver watches and one nickle watch were snatched away from me h-y 
the constables, also a pair of new small shoes, some cash about 9 annas and 
a Bodger^s knife were taken away. I was made naked and the cloth was 
taken away, the shirt only remaining. Blood fell profusely. I went tc 
Dr. Bhattacharya at 66-1, Nimtolla Strqpt.^ A passer-by gave me i 
chudder, which I wore. I was given medicines and the doctor dressec 
me. I got an appointment at Berhampore but could not join because oi 
these injuries. I am. still weak and my head reels. A comj^ounder stil 
dzesMi mT wounds * 
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65. Tamjlk Natm Das on solemn s&mation^ 

I work in a grocer^a shop 16, Bagb^ar Street, Bosepara. Op. 
Tliursday at 9-30 p.m. I was in tke shop. TLe mat-doors were put down 
and we were settling accounts, wlien 25 gundas and some paharawedlas in 
uniform rushed on our shop and struck against oiir shop. We ran away. 
A few minutes after I came back and found the shop was broken into, 
the cash box containing Rs. 60 was taken away and all the articles were 
scattered. My loss is Es. 200. Two constables entered the shop and three 
were outside. I gare evidence before Mr. Collin to this effect. 


66. Khettra Gopal Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 155, Upper Chitpore Ed. where I have got a cloth shop. 
On Thursday evening we heard a golmal towards Beadon Street. We 
dosed our shop from outside and locked it and went home. Next morn- 
ing coming to the shop I found it looted. It was a Swadeshi cloth shop. 
Everything was taken away, even the matting. Loss Rs. 3,000. An 
Inspector came to investigate. I. attended Mr. Collin’s enquiry on the 
Irst day. My name was taken downT Next day on going there I heard 
that Mr. Collin had gone away. 


67. Ganpat Barik on solemn affirmation — 

I have a Pdn shop at 36, Grey Street. 

On Wednesday at 8-30 or 9 p.m., a police h\dla ran past my shop. 
Some constables came up to my shop. There were 20 or 25 dhangars 
who seized me and threw me down. There were 6 constables who 
were 20 cubits off. I was beaten (shows a distinct mark on back 
of the neck), I had a gold Mohur on my neck, which was bitten off by 4 
dhangars. It was worth Es. 36. Paharawallas saw it but did not inter- 
fere ; my age is 55. I informed Bartollah Thana, but my complaint was 
not recorded. They said go to the Bengalees, why come to us ?” 


68. Balai Chand Ghose on solemn affirmation — « 

I live at 23, Beniatollah Street. I have a Tailor shop at 81, 
Upper Chitpore Road. 

On Wednesday at 9 p.ic., I saw about 25 paharawallas coming run- 
ning on from the north, indiscriminately beating the passers-by. My 
shop was open. They attacked my shop, broke glass doors, and Muni- 
cipal street lamp. I ran into the shop, as my master Eussick Lall Mullick 
was struck with lathie by 3 constables. Those 3 came out of the general 
file to strike my master. 


69. Bistu HarI Bhuh on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 166, U^r Chitpore Road. I own a Cloth shop, 
whieh is next to the ehcp of Fhlrtur (witness No. 66). 

On Thureday at 7-30 to 4^ed our shop. .At 9 p.m., I came to 
Qmy Street Comer and {qwmI ihanga^s beating people 

I could not come up to ray shop; I returned home, ev^fthsag. fis 
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R$,jnhurry Bhur, my bioiher. He leiumed ai 12 midnight end said 
th&t every tiling was tai:eii away from the slicm which was looted. I 
related everything to Mr. Collin. My loss was Rs. 6,000. 


70. Tincori Das on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 93-3, Beadon Street., Sorter Railway Mail Service. 

On Thursday at 10 p.m., I was coming home walking. Near Jora- 
sanko crossing I saw a large crowd, so I turned towards Bolaram Dey’s 
Street. When I came near Chaitanya Library there were 30 or 40 con- 
stables in uniform with lathies. They attacked me, 10 or 12, struck me 
saying he is a Bengalee ! They struck me with laihic on my leg, waist, 
right eye corner (shows distinct black marks), I was incapacitated for 
7 days. 


71. Akshoy Kumar Shaii on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 22, Sovabazar Street. Head Gomostha in the firm of 
Banku Vehary and Panchu Vchary Shah. 

On Thursday at 7-30 p.m., I was returning from Barabazar by tram, 
when it reached Grey Street Corner, about 200 coolies came up and 
surrounded the car. I was in a first class car. Two Sahibs were there. 
A. man with a Khaki dress on came and asked them not to enter. Seeing 
a large number of policemen I thought I was safe and I got down from 
the car. As I crossed the Chitpore Road, a constable said Here is a 
Babu going.’' The coolies gave a cry; I ran only a short distance when 
the gundas overtook and dragged me when I was about to enter the 
gudee. They snatched away my shirt, cloth, and a watch worth Rs. 100 
which I purchased that day. I was struck on the left leg and right arm. 
I was confined to bed for 2 days. I informed the police but they did 
not investigate. I have not got back the articles lost. A police offioer 
told me that the loot was on the Road, they could not help me. 


72. Mokshoda Charan Mitra on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 26, Banamali Sircar’s Street. 

I am a draughtsmen - and despatcher of T. B. Pratt, 20, Lalbazar 
Street, 

On Thursday at 7-30 p.m., I was travelling in a Belgachia car. When 
I reached Grey Street I found a large number of coolie coming to the 
car and slop the car. They entered the car, broke the lights and began to as- 
sault the passengers within. Some got down, and so did I. A constable in 
uniform except the belt struck me with a lathie on my right shoulder. 
I raised my arm to protect my head when my silk Chudder, some cash 
Rs. 1-6 in a money bag were snatched away from me. My cloth was taken 
away. I was made naked, the shirt only being left on my body. ^ A gentle- 
man gaw a chudder;and I went home. 1 was absent for 3 days from 
my wodc. I wrote to my master next morning about the oecurrenee« 
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73. EongolAll Chattbejbe on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 20, Sankac Haidar’s Lane. Employed in Carriage 
and Wagon Department, E. L Railway. 

On Thursday at 6-46 P.M., I was going on foot from Notunbazar to my 
bouse. When I reached P. C. Pal’s shop I saw 6 or 6 constables coming 
from north towards Beadon Square. They passed me and from behind 
struck on my head (shows mark which was 2'' deep and which is still 
on top of the head).’ I bled profusely. The constables were in uniform 
except belt. I gave no provocation. There was no row at that time 
there. I did even speak to them. They suddenly struck me. 


74. Hahidas Dijtt on solemn affirmation — ‘ 

I have a Eice shop at 7, Charakdanga Road. My age is 60. 
On Wednesday at 9-30 p.m., I was in my shop. I had almost closed 
the shop when 3 constables in uniform came and said “ Here is a Sala.” 
One of them threw a lathte which struck me on the chest which bled. I 
fell down senseless. 

76. Eomanath Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 116-1, Sovabazar Street, where I have a confection’s 

shop. 

On Thursday at 8-30 I closed my shop when the shops at the 
crossing were being looted. My men fled. I remained alone, 3 or 4 
paharawallas with 200 coolies came and the constables said to the coolies — 
break this sweetmeat shop.” They broke open and entered my shop and 
I ran from behind the shop. Coming back I found all my thalies, all 
sweets, cashbox, etc, were taken away. The cashbox contained Es. 36. 43 
thaUs were taken away. I went to Shampukur Thana. I was told ‘‘ who 
will take your complaint? Why’ make ffolmal? go away.” I went to Mr. 
Collin’s enquiries but my evidence was not taken. 


76. Eam Bisttj Dey on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 116, Cornwallis Street, where I have got a sweetmeat 

shop. 

On Thursday at 8-30 p.m., I was about to close the shop, hearing the 
golmal, when one police jumadar and 10 or 12 constables came and stood 
in front of my shop and about 20 or 26 gimdcis entered the shop. They 
took hold of the cashbox, then I interfered and was assaulted twice on 
the back. I ran away. The constables stood 5 or 6 cubits off. Rs. 200 
in cash, 60 ihalis^ 3 KaraSy 3 ghatis were taken away. Sweets were 
scattered. I saw that Jamadar before. He belongs to Shampukur 
Thana. I can recognise him. I went to Mr. Collin in the Presidency Com- 
missioner’s Office, and I deposed to the same effect. 


77. Panchanan Kar on solemn affirmation— 

I live at 26, Pxasanna Kumar Tagore Street. 

1 am an amla of the Office of Maharaja Sir J. M. Tagore. On Wednes- 
day at 9-30 I was atiandii^ 4 meetihg at Beadon Square. When a

Kahomedan Inspector ordered the meeting to be stopped and some bint 
was given by tbe Ini;^ctor saying ''Mongo '* and tbe constabLs beat tbe 
audience. I was running away when I was struck on the left arm. There 
was no stone throwing, nor aid I hear that, atones were thrown. I was 
struck by a constable (shows swelling on left hand). On coming to the 
road I found many constables beating people indiscriminately, h(any 
gentlemen were given thrusts in tram cars by constables. 


78. SuBODH Chandea Baneejee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 12, Abhoy Charan Mitra^s Street. Student Albert 
Temple of Science. 

On Thursday at about 8 p.m., I was accompanying a bullock cart 
which contained various articles. When I came to Dholl and Co.’s fi^rm 
in Chitpore Eoad 2 or 3 constables came up and said here is a Bengalee 
going” and began to give me pokes with lathies. Then constables in 
uniform and coolies surrounded me. First I was beaten by constables, then 
by the coolies. A light in my hand was dashed down. A stroke was 
given on my head (shows a cut) and many on my person. Then 2 pahara-^ 
wallas came and asked me are you a SioadesJii or Bilati.^* I said “ take 
my life but I won’t purchase Bilati goods.” I was again assaulted. Then 
2 other Bengalees went by and the constables went to assault them. They 
robbed me of Rs. 5 and several of my baggages. 

79. Khagendea Mohun Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 42-2, Balaram Majumdar’s Streeet, Kumartuli. 
Clerk-Turner Morrison and Co. 

On Wednesday at 9 p.m. I was coming on foot from office. When 
I came to Beadon Square I found a crowd. At the crossing I found 
several constables. As I attempted to pass by them one constable said 
^ Strike (lagao) ’ 10 or 12 constables set on me and assaulted me (shows 
scar on right leg). My shirt was torn. I was absent from work for one 
day. 


80. Hem Kijmae Mitea on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 42, Balaram Mazundar’s Street. Employed at Turner, 
Morrison and Co. 

On Wednesday at 9 p.m., when returning home with the last witness, 
just as we came to the Beadon Square crossing we found gas lights all 
put out. All on a sudden without any provocation 4 or 6 constables set 
on us and struck me. I received 2 blows and. ran away. They had all 
uniforms and regulation lathies. There was no crowd there except the 
constables. 

81. Saeat Chandea Nand| on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 12-2, Sankar Haidar’s Lane. Shop at Canning Street, 
dealing in stationary. 

.. On Wednesday at .11-30 p.m., I came home and I found my younger 
brother with injuries on hi® 1®^^ hand. That brother is now at J^ai. 
He said that he rec^ved injuries near Beadon Square from constables. 

He said that he missed R®* 36. 
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82. jADtTtAi.li Mtomok, soil of Babii Gobinlaix MtriLicK on solemn 
affirmation — 

I lire at 865, Upper Cbitpore Bead. 

On Wednesday at 9 r.u., I heard a row; I came out o£ the gate and 
Maw a gang of constables about 60, passing by my bouse brandishing 
lathien : about 10 minutes after 4 or 6 constables passed by me. Another 
constable was following them. A gentleman was passing by. I asked 
him what the matter was. The last constable struck a lathie on the head 
of the gentleman and he bled profusely. That lathie also struck the 
corner of my right eye. The constable ran away. (Blood was congealed 
and there was a swelling). I bandaged the wound of that gentleman. He 
gave no provocation, — ^nor spoke to the constable. 


83. HarAnath Banerjee of Shambazar on solemn affirmation — 

I have a shop at 28, Shambazar Street, it is a cloth shop. 

On Thursday the Swadeshi shop in front of our house was looted by 
gundas* Then a trunk shop was looted and we interfered. There were 
no constables with theia. At 10-30 p.m., we closed our shop and went 
home. On getting some information we went to the shop wo had closed. 
We found constables standing and looting of our shop was over. Our loss 
was B/S. 3,000. I went to Ultadingi Thana; 5 thieves were arrested and 
some clothes recovered. Those articles are at the Thana. They would 
be worth Rs, 15 or 20. 


84. Rebati Mohun Ganguli on solemn affirmation — 

I work in the shop of the last witness. 

On Thursday at 9 p.m., I returned from Bowbazar to Shambazar. On 
getting some information I came to Cornwallis Street shop. I found 
about 150 low class people running away with cloths ; 4 or 5 constables 
standing at a distance of 30 cubits. They did not interfere, 15 minutes 
after 15 constables and 1 Jamadai came up but made no enquiries. The 
small shop containing mixed goods — Deshi and Bilati — was looted — not 
that big shop containing deshi articles. 


86. Baidcyanath Narayan Singh on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 23, Bhawani Charan Butt’s Lane. Student Law 
Class, R’pon College. 

I passed the B. A, from the Allahabad TJniversity and the M. A. from 
the Calcutta University. I have got zem indari in Behar. 

On Thursday at about 9p.m., I liad been to Jorasanko when I heard 
noise from Beadon Square direction. I was waiting for a tram car, I 
proceeded towards Beadon Square by a tram to see what was going on. I 
got down at the corner of the Beadon Square. I found that the streets 
were practically without lights. I talked to an up-country constable. "I 
was in the dress of a Behari gentleman. I asked him why constables 
were assaulting. Before receiving any reply Lheard the cry of a Bengalee 
gentleman from behinc! He appeared to be returning from office. 
He was being be^iten by some ruffinu 3;.~.2 or 3~and afterwards a constable 
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joined in the beating. This constable was in uniform without belt. 
I again spoke to the constable with whom 1 had previously talked. He told 
me to mind my own business and it was fortunate that I had an up-country 
gentleman^s oress on, and that if I persisted in remonstrating I would 
have a similar fate. I came back by tram as I did not think it prudent 
to atop there* There were European aergeania and police o&cera stands 
ing near the place of occurrence. They could see the occurrence. They 
did not interfere. The crossing was deserted. There was no crowd. 


86. Pryanath Bose on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 10, Peari Mohun Sur’s Lane — working in the Port 
Commission’s office. Age 64. 

On Thursday at 6-30 p.m., I was returning home from office, when 
near the Beadon Square entrance 10 or 12 constables severely thrashed me 
and gave me 10 or 12 strokes. They were in full uniform (shows big 
marks, about 6, on the back. All the fingers on the left hand still swollen) 
I became naked and Rs. 30 that I had with me fell down. I picked up 
Rs. 3 but could not find the rest. I was going to purchase cloths for the 
pujahs as I got my pay the day previous. I am 36 years in the Port Com- 
missioner’s office, where I am jetty officer. 


87. BirendRanath Banerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 3, Radha Mohun Gossain’s Lane. 

I am a landholder. On Wednesday afternoon I came as usual to take 
my constitutional walk in the Beadon Square. I found a meeting going 
on. So I attended the meeting. When Basudev was speaking Inspector 
Fazil complained of stone-throwing and some one ordered the police to 
strike. Constables assaulted. As I was running away I was struck by 
two constables on leg and arm. I got out of the park and was helped to 
my house, where I was treated by Sr. Haran Chahder Das. 


88. Prosonno Kumar Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 115, Cornwallis Street, where I have a grocier^s shop 
consisting of flour, ghee, sugar, etc. 

On Thursday at 9 p.m., when my shop was open I heard passers-by 
telling people to close shops. While I was so doing about 10 or 12 con^i 
stables and a jamadar in uniform with about 100 gundas and coolies 
came upon our shop and gave me one or two strokes. The constables struck 
against the door and they made the coolies enter. A box containing 
Rs. 600 and the cashbox Rs. 300— the day’s sale— were broken open and 
the cash taken away; as also articles worth about Rs. 400. The boxes 
were broken open by axes. The constables and the jamadar saw the 
occurrence. I knew the jamadar from before. He is attached to Sham- 
pukur Thana. I can* recognise him even now. I deposed before Mr. Collin. 
Police did not enquire, Hor take down my complaint. 
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89. BHAGAWiLNT Chandha Da8 OH solemn affirmation — 

I live at 128, Cornwallis Street, where I have got a cloth shop. 

On Tiiursdaj at 8 p.m., I closed my shop and went home and at 11 P.M., 
I got information that my shop was looted. On coming I saw the shop 
doors broken and 6 or 6 constables standing 10 cubits off. There was a 
J emadar there. I eomplained to them and told them how in their presence 
inj clothes worth Rs. 6,000 were looted. They asked me to cry Bande 
Mataram, About 20 gentlemen also were standing there, who in presence 
of those policemen told me that those policemen had caused the shop to be 
looted. 


90. IJpendra Nath Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 46, Beniatolla St., Clerk, Commercial East India 

Agency Co. 

On Thursday iat 7-30 or 8 p.m., I was returning from office on foot by 
Neemtolla Street. When I came to Beadon Square crossing 10 or 12 
constables cried ^ Beat the Sala.^ The constables had uniform without 
belt and shoes. They assaulted me with lathies. When I tried to run 
away oSae constable oaught hold of me and gave blows, (shows 2 scars on 
the head). I was made naked. I had Rs. 14-8 in my shirt pocket and 
they took away the cash and my wearing cloth. I was incapacitated for 
6 days. 


91. Gosto Behahy Daw on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 135, Upper Chitpore Road, spice shop. 

On Thursday after dusk some 20 or 25 constables in uniform with 
other low class people struck the articles with latMes and removed some 
of them. I dropped down one door from the top when the constable gave a 
blow on my left hand, (shows the nail on the thumb smashed and big mark 
round it). 


92. * Balaeam Kundtj on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 129-1-33, Cornwallis Street, Kundu’s cloth shop. 

On Thursday at about 8-30 p.m., I closed my shop and was working 
within when two constables coming up said ^^here is a bengalee shop, 
loot it.’’ Then some gundas began to break the door and entered the shop 
by breaking the lock and removed articles worth Rs. 600. 


93. Akshoy Kumae Das on solemn affirmation — 

I live at Chitpore Road, Musical Instrument shop. 

On Thursday at about 7-30 p.m., as I was closing my shop and after 
padlocking one door was going to put another lock, many constables with 
gundai came. One conr table ^ttlick me on my right thigh, another conr 
stable struck on my right hand, (the hand is still greatly swollen). The 
g'Undas Snatched away my chudder and Rs. 6, whidh I had in my waist 
cloth. ‘ • 
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94, PuBNA Ghandba Dey on solemn oMnnatiou — 

I live at 4, Beadon Street, Cashier, Planter's Stores Office. I 
am nephew of late Dr. Kanai Lall Dey, Iloy Bahadur, c.i.e. 

On Wednesday, after evening, constables repaired from Beadon Street 
into the Square. After that there was a golmel, people running on all sides 
Then I found some low class people breaking street lamps. On Thursday 
at Beadon Square crossing, I found a large crowd of li^uropean Sergeants 
and constables. On reaching home, I got some information, I came out 
to the verandah and saw about 200 policemen, European and Indian, all 
assaulting and charging people on the road. Then at night, I found the 
low class people assaulting passers-by indiscriminately. Constables stand- 
ing in front not interfering. Constables assaulted people some of whom 
made a stand while others tried to run away. I saw in 2 or 3 cases, gentle- 
men were made naked. One gentleman appealed to a paharo/walla for mercy 
saying he was returning from office and had nothing with him. The 
constable came up and said “ beat the Sala Bengalee.*^ The constable 
himself gave a lathie blow. The gundas were joining the constables after 
looting and assaulting the people beneath the verandah of the Chaitanya 
Library. Next morning, 1 went with J. N. Bose, Esq., Secretary, North 
Club to the Commissioner of Police. Mr. Bose saw the Commissioner who 
told him that he had heard the reports and would take steps. Superin- 
tendet Aldrige, Inspector B. B. Gupta came to me for enquiry, I am 
Honorary Treasurer of the Chaitanya Ijibrary. Myself, Gaurhari Babu 
and others made our statements. Superintendent Aldrige said that he 
was satisfied as to the complicity of the constables stationed there and 
would try to fijnd out those men. I did not hear from the Inspector or 
Superintendent since then. 


96. Gopal Chandea Gupta on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 6, Gupta’s Lane, Book-keeper, Barlow and Co. 

On the 2nd October at 8-45 p.m., I came to the crossing of Gupta Lane, 
when I saw a gentleman coming, panting luid saying that people were 
assaulted at the meeting. I saw two constables smash down the glass- 
doors of Mullick Brothers. I took refuge in Satya Pal’s shop, which was 
attacked by two constables who broke the glass doors. A young constable 
struck me inside the shop with a lathie on. the calf of my left leg, while 
another poked me on my right armpit, saying ' Bengalee Sala.’ The 
badge of the first constable bore the number 41 or 46, (not sure). I could 
not read the number of the second constable. 


96. Adhae Ohandea Sadhukhan on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 125-2, Cornwallis Street, Grocer’s shop. 

On Thursday at about 8-30 p.m., when Nepal Pal’s shop wias looted, 
I closed my shop and went home. At 10 p.m., I got some information, 
came to the shop, found it looted, doors broken, ironsafe broken and 
Es. 63-13 inside the safe missing. 10 or 12 constables and 1 Jamadar were 
standing in front of my shop. I complained — they said, Cry out Bande 
Mataram.^^ I know the Jamadar.. He is a very tall man attached to 
Shampukur Thana. The Jpmadar told me to cdy Bande MatakamP I 
can identify him. I was examined by Mr. Collin. 
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97. Eamdhan Das on solemn affirmation — 

I have a Shoe shop at Garanhatta Crossing. 

On Wednesday at 11 p.m., after the constables had beaten the gentle- 
men at the meetings the constables came to the crossing and stood there. 
I went home. Next day I came and saw the door of my shop broken open 
and 87 pairs of shoes stolen. I complained to the constables and they 
said^ Go to the Bande Mataram Watlds, what can we do ?” 


98. SuRBNDiiA Nath Ghosh on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 18-1, Baghbazar Street, Sweetmeat shop. 

On Thursday at 9 p.m., when I was going to close my shop about 50 
gundas came. There wewe 10 or 12 constables in front ; they looted my shop 
and cashbox containing Its. 60-60 was taken away, also sweets and thalis. 
Constables, came and I complained. They said, “ Cry out Bande Mataram^ 
what could we do?’^ And they picked up my broken cashbox. I report- 
ed before Mr. Collin. 


99. Ganendea Nath Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 18, Ohasadhobapara Street. I am employed at the 
firm of Messrs. D. Gupta and Co. 

On Wednesday at 9 p.m., I heard a Jmlla. After closing the shop 
window and keeping the door open, I was standing in front. When I 
saw a crowd of constables coming running, crying “ Beat, Beat.^^ I saw 
them beating people. 1 closed the main door. Lights were burning with- 
in. They struck against the door. A constable put out the gate light, 
smashed the art glass dome. I disconnected the electric connection. 


100. Bepin Vehaei Mullick on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 2-2, Bagbazar Street, Miscellaneo^ shop. 

On Thursday at about 9 p.m., when I was closing my shop on hearing 
a golmal 6 or 7 gundas came and struck against the mat-door and began 
to loot my shop. Then I was struck on the right shoulder scapula, (shows 
marks there and on the right hand). Two minutes after 7 constables and 
one Jamadar came and I complained to them, but they did not mind my 
complaint. I went to Mr. Collin^s enquiry. I waited there for the whole 
day, but was not examined, so I came away. 


101. Naeendea Nath Ghose on solem,n affirmation — 

I live at 2-1, Beadon Street, sweetmeat shop. I work in 
Jatindra Q hose’s shop. 

On Thursday at 7-dO p.m., while I was preparing sweets about 40 
people consisting of gundm^ Indian constables and 4 European sergeants 
came up. 2 European Ser^ <<antfc. came up to the shop, assaulted the servant 
and threw away the sweets. The sahibs ate up the rahri (pudding), the 
constables took away sweets, ate. The cashbox ’ containing Rs. 11 was 
taken away. I went to Mr. Collin’s enquiry but ^as not .called. 
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102. ISTafar Chandra Das Sen oh solemii affirmation — 

mi. ^ Bagbazar Street. I iave a Miscellaneous shop. 

On Tbursday at 8 p.m., when closing my shop some 5 constables and 
soveral gundas came^ up and looted the shop and struck me on the left arm. 
The cash box containing Rs. 10 as well as some articles taken away. I 
went to Mr. Collin but was not called. 

103. Jfgal Kishore Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 65“1, Ahiritollah Street. 

On Wednesday at 9-30 p.m., just after entering Beadon Square I saw 
there was a golmaL As I ran away a constable beat me on the right arm, 
(shows scar and swelling). 

104. Bepin Vehari Shah on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 1, Tilak Dutt’s Lane, Chorebngan. 

On Wednesday, I was coming back from shopping in Beadon Street, 
when a constable asked me, whether I was a Bengalee, I said ‘ yes/ He 
said, “ Beat the Sala, beat all the Bengalees.’’ I was beaten on the back, 
chin, right elbow, both knees, (shows marks in all the places). 20 constables 
struck mo. I can identify the first constable who seized me, even if he is 
mixed up with 50 constables. I saw that man sitting on the road side 
4 days after, I asked him, why he beat me. He said ‘ Let that go, excuse 
me.’ I had some small cash in my waist cloth which was robbed. They 
snatched my shoes. 


105* Purna Chandra Ghosh on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 57, Mathaghosa Gulee, vSwcetmeat shop. 

On Thursday at 10-30 p.m., a gentleman was struck in front of my 
shop by a constable with a lafhie, A boy with the constable wan Led to 
take sweets from my shop. We protested and then 15 or 16 constables 
came up and ate my sweets, took away all the thalis. My loss would be 
Bs. 20. 

106. Santosh Kumar Mitra on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 8-1, Bhagawan Banerjee’s Lane. 

On Thursday at about 8-15 p.m., I was passing along Beadon Street. 
When near the Post Office 7 or 8 constables suddenly came up and with- 
out rhyme or reason struck me severely. There was no lights, so they struck 
a light to see whether the mccduli in my neck was of gold. Finding it 
not to be so, they snatched away Rs. 11, (shows mark on right arm). 


107. Rajani Kanto Roy on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 1, Rajkristo’s Lane, Beadon Street. I am a clerk in 
the amply of Moharaja Sir J. M. Tagore., k.c.s.t. 

On Wednesday at 9 p.m., I was passing by Beadon Square, when I 
saw a meeting going oh. *5 minutes after my going up there, there was 
a beating. Constables entered the Square and assaulted every one they 
rpiet. One constable struck me on the left leg. 
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From 1 p.M. — 4-30 p.m. 

108. Ganendea MonuN Ghosh on solemn affirmation — 

I live 6-8-1, Chowdhury’s Lane, Sliambazar. I am Corres- 
pondence Clerk, Municipal Office. 

On Wednesday, the 2nd October at 9-30 p.m., I was travelling in a 
Belgachia tram oar, when near Natunbazaf, people from the road warned 
us not to proceed. Some passengers got down, I did not. Those coming 
down were severely assaulted by policemen in uniform. When the car reach- 
ed Beadon Street crossing, I foiund a constable attacking a man. I advised 
the man to come into the car. Then a constable struck me on the left 
leg, (shows swelling on the loft ankle). Then the same constable struck 
me on my left shoulder. Then the car proceeded. The conductor of the 
car sympathised with me but did not remonstrate with the assailants. 


109. Sosi Bhtjsan Duxt on solemn, affirmation — 

I live at 97, Upper Chitporc Eoad, Tailor’s shop. 

On Wednesday 2nd October at 8-30 p.m., I was about to leave my shop 
after closing it, when a tram car came up full of paharawallahs. They 
got down and boat those who were near the place, just south of Beadon 
Square. I was given a stroke on loft leg. 

On Thursday, 3rd October, I clo.sod shop at 7 p.m., and went home 
where I received information that my shop was looted. I came back at 
11 P.M., and found doors broken and articles strewn and cashbox con- 
taining Rs. 160 gone, also shirts, etc., worth Rs. 250. I found some 
Sergeants passing by. I did not go to the Police or Mr. Collin’s enquiry, 
for I thought it of no use, as I won’t get any compensation. 


110. Haridas Dtitt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 104, Masjidpara Street. I have a cloth shop at Burra- 
bazar, 21, Monohar Das’s Street. 

On Thursday at 9-45 p.m., I was coming back from Burrabazar, when 
near Notunbazar, I heard a golmal and by a circuitous route got to Beadon 
Street. When near Ohaitanya Library, I found 10 or 12 constables and 
about 50 dhangars. Some dhnngars from behind snatched my chudder, 
as I turned round my umbrella was taken away and many dhangars assault- 
ed me, (shows scar miiTk on forehead and torn shirt and tattered cloth — 
torn to rags and all besmeared with blood). I had Rs. 600 in my hand 
in ten-rupee notes froia my shop J^d two pennyfrocks. They were taken 
away by the dhmgar/t. of tlm constebies, before the assault pointed 
me out, saying, is a nup goi^,’’ I did not inform the police 



as pi^arawallas gave the order to beat me. The constables were 10 cnbiis 
apart from me. Tlie notes were wrapped up in a paper in my hand. They 
were the proceeds of that day's sale. 


111. Narendra Nath Sett on solemn affirmation' — 

I live at 78, Beadon Street, Vakil, High Court. 

On Wednesday at 10-30 p.m., some people asked me to get down near 
Jorasanko corner as marpit was going on, it was alleged, further north. I 
proceeded through Balaram Dey’s Street and at Bambagan Lane crossing, 
I saw a gentleman coming all besmeared with blood. He told me that 
he was perhaps the fl|rst man assaulted at the meeting by the police. I 
asked him what the reason was. He said that he could not give any 
particular reason but that a young speaker was saying something at which 
the Inspector, who was taking down notes, said he, must stop that sort of 
speech after which there was a golmal and he was beaten. 

On Thursday at dusk, I was at Lalbazar crossing waiting for a tram 
car. Suddenly I saw, all electric lights of the Lalbazar Police Station 
put out and I saw native policemen in uniform without belts and trousers 
coming out with lathhes. I saw them coming towards Chitporo Road 
north. They came running. I got down from a car near Cornwallis 
Square. At Kasi Ghose’s Lane junction, people asked me not to proceed 
further along Beadon Street, I proceeded and reached home. After 5 
minutes I saw a batch of constables making a rush towards ZarUf’s Lane 
which is just beside my house. In that lane they assaulted a youngman, 
whom I know by sight. Half an hour afterwards they made a third at- 
tempt to rush into that lane. About a dozen Indian constables with 4 or 
6 European Sergeants ran through the lane shouting out ^ maro, maro.' 
Half an hour after the gas light in front of my house was broken by lyicks 
— ^by whom I can’t say. I heard some constables say that it was dark, 
there and so it was not safe to go there. 


112. Gajendra Nath Bose on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 161, Balaram Dey’s Street, Clerk, Ghose Bros, and Co. 

On Wednesday at 9-30 p.m., I was coming on foot from Burrabazar. 
When near Jorasanko corner, about 20 or 25 constables in full uniform 
assaulted me with sticks in two places on head and back, (shows scar on 
head, one not yet healed and complains of pain on sides). I was under 
medical treatment for 8 days and was unable to work. I had one rupee 
change in my pocket, out of which, annas 14-3, was snatched away when I 
was unconscious. I was helped by a passer-by and took shelter in 
Baburam’s shop, where there were 3 or 4 others in similar condition. 

113. JOGONNATH Agnihotiii on solemn affirmation — 

I am a native of Cawnpore. I am employed as a cook of 
S. 0. Biswas, Esq., Bar-at-law, Beadon Street. 

Early Friday morning, at about 5 a.m., I was going to bathe in the 
Ganges, when I found 60 or 60 constables with lathies sitting, lying, etc., 
at Beadon Square crossing with European Sergeants. Constables challeng- 
•d me, I said, I was a poor Brahmin. I was struck by several constables, 
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(hig icar and red mark on right leg). I fell down. For 12 days, the leg 
was much swollen. Those constables stanamg all ran to beat me, those 
lying down did not come up. I am under treatment of Dr. M. Bannerji. 
My age is 50 years. I said I was not a Hengalee and was going with, 
flowers to perform Ta/rpan. They did not speak much^ but assaulted me 
(still walking wiib difficulty). 


114. Shatk Nasaruddin on solemn affirmation — 

. I live at 151, Baranasee Gho'se’s Street. I wash shawl. 

On Wednesday at 9-30 p.m., I was cooking food in my shop, when 
2 constables out of many, got upon the verandah of my shop and struck 
me with lathies on the right shoulder, (shows mark). We then ran inside 
the shop. My pots were broken. I can't say whether they knew me to 
be a Mahomedan. I had no t 02 )ee on. 


116. Rajani Kanto Kar on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 1, Oharakdanga Street. I have a Plantain shop. 

On Thursday at 7-30 p.m., I was coming from Burrabazar, when I sat 
down for urinating I found some men being chased by constables 
and one European Sergeant. I was at once arrested as those chased could 
not be arrested. I said that my shop was in front. Whereupon the 
constables struck me on the chest, {&' scar on chest). Another constable 
struck me on the forehead, (shows mark). I was taken to a grog shop 
beside the Notunbazar where 42 people were kept in custody. Then we 
were taken to the Jorasanko Thana. On Friday at 9 p.m., I was released 
oh bail of Es. 100. We were locked up in a small room. On Saturday, 
I was placed before the Commissioner who asked me to appear on Monday 
to stand my trial. I am enlarged on bail of Rs. 300 and the 24th instant 
was fixed for hearing the case on a charge under section 143 and 147 I. P. 
Code. I showed my marks to the Inspector. 


116. Mahadev Pal on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 182-1, Upper Circular Road. I have a Grocer’s shop. 

On Thursday at about 8 p.m., some guiidas and 8 or 10 constables came 
shouting “ Beat, kill ” and threw away my mat-doors and scattered the 
articles. Several people removed rice from the shop and filled their baaketi 
and bags with flour, sugar, spices, etc. This loss amounts to about Rs. 200 
and cash Rs. 434 also was taken away from a box. I deposed before Mr. 
Collin to the same effect. We then concealed ourselves behind rice bags. 
Police helped the looting on entering the shop. At 1-30 A.M., only gundas— 
about 35 men — dh an gars and low class Mahomedans of Nikaripara, came 
near our shop. I can recognise them if I see, but cannot recognise the con- 
stables. The gundas again looted the shop. I then went to the Shampukur 
Thana but they did not • cord anything that night. Next day mor;aing I 
w'ent at 7 a.m, 1 had to wait till 12 nc/on, as there were others. My statement 
was recorded not in a book but hi a piece of paper. They did not investigate* 
I went to Mr. Coliin^s enquiry and deposed to the same effect. 



117, Badha Govinda Dey on solemn aiHrmation — • 

I liy® 281, Upp^r Chitpore Road. Picture shop. 

On Inursday at 7-30 p.m., I got some information and closed my 
shop. I was going through Darmapatti when some constables came 
from behiml and obstructed me I protested and said I had a picture shop 
near by. They were 20 in number, in uniform. Four strokes fell on me, 
then another four strokes. A / o/tYiadav said He is a picture-seller, don't 
beat him. ' I knew that Jamadar from before. I can recognise him. 
The 20 constables were with that Jammlar who belong to Hat Khola. I 
missed lls. 2-8 which I had with me. 


118. Tulsey Das Mozumdah on solemn affirmation— 

I live at 7, Modon Chatter jee's Lane. I am a Musician at 
Maharaja Sir J. M. Tagore's house. 

At 9-30 P.M. on Wednesday I was going home when I was asked to 
go not by direct roads but by narrow lanes. As I was crossing Sikdarpara 
Lane I was struck by a coiivstable in uniform with a latliie (shows a scar on 
the head). Dr. A. T. Mukerjee attended me for 8 days. I was incapa- 
citated during that period. I did not go to Mr. Collin out of fear. 

119. Asiitjtosh Chattebjee on solemn affirmation — 

T live at 124-1, Mahiklollab Street. I am Proprietor of 
“ Santipur Pine Cloth Manufactory.” 

On Thursday 3rd October I was going to Sovabazar after dusk. I 
passed the crossing. There was no disturbance then. On my way back, 
10 minutes after, I found a large number (20 or 30) of constables. Some 
one from the road cried out One Bengalee Sola going." One constable 
beat me on the head (shows scar, 2" long) I got another stroke on the head 
from the same man (shows another scar 2|" long not healed up — the former 
on the right side and the latter on the left). Then 7 or 8 c/undas with 
small lathies surrounded me and struck mv (shows wound on righ^ upper 
arm). A new silk chaddar was snatched away from my persons by the gun- 
das, I was made naked and the wearing cloth was taken away. I went to a 
neighbour Troylokya Nath Roy Chowdhury of 55, Sovabazar Street 
who gave me a cloth. I sent information to the Thana, I could not 
go owing to profuse bleeding. I was sent by my friends to Butto Kristo 
PaTs dispensary. The wounds were dressed tlu're I was bedridden for 8 
days. My loss amounts toi Rs. 500. 

(This witness said at the beginning that ho was afraid to depose as 
he did not inform the police at the time and many people told him that 
he would fall into difficulties if he came before us. We assured him that 
he had no anxiety on that account). 


, 120. CiiAHtr CiiANUBA Ganguli on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 30, Hazra Road, Bhowanipore. I have a Biscuit-shop 
at Canning Street. 

On Wednesday at 9 .p.m., I was coining to Grey Street and after 
passing the Mullick's lodge near Notunbazar I saw 6 or 6 Bengalees 
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escaping into a lane. Immediately after I found several people were 
running chased by 20 or 25 constables. Those men were crying out that 
constables were beating people in the Beadon Square, I got on the 
ledge of a grog-shop, 5 or 6 constables passed by me. Then one constable 
said you Sala and gave me a thrust on the chest (complains of pain 
in the chest still). Another constable dealt a blow on the left knee (shows 
swelling and mark). I protected the part with an umbrella which broke. 
I entered a basket shop where I became senseless. I then came to Notun 
bazar where a man helped me and nursed me. Some gentlemen helped 
me to Grey Street in a carriage by a circuitious route. 


121. Bhuban Mohan Ghosh on solemn affirmation — 

My age is 70 and I live at 11-2, llamchandra Maitra’s Lane, 
Combulliatollah. 

On Wednesday, after midnight, 1 was coming home and when near 
Burtollah, Chitpore Road, some 20 constables. Avcre coming from the 
north; one constable with full, uniform aimed a blow at my head. I 
tried to ward off when it fell on my left upper arm and fractured it. 
All the constables ran away — I fell down. I was proceeding alone — did 
not speak a word to the constables. That night I went to the Medical 
College Hospital where my arm was bandaged. I am still an outdoor 
patient there. (Hand still in splints and bandaged, can’t move it or work). 

(This witness is very old, with all hairs grey and left hand in a sling. 
Very thin and emaciated). My number in the Chunilall Seal’s dispen- 
sary is 1896. 


122. Jadu Nath Ukil on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 54, Nimtollah Street. 

I am a Kaviraj, Wednesday, at 10-30 p.m., I was returning from 
Kaviraj Nagendranath Sen’s Dispensary, through Notunbazar. When I 
came to my Dispensary at 54, Nimtollah Street and rapped against the 
door, some boys and 2 constables came and struck me on the shoulder. 
I turned round, when some 25 constables came up in uniform^ and merci- 
lessly beat me. I fell down and was still beaten, my umbrella, shoe, 
chaddar, wearing cloth (making me naked), Rs. 6-6-9 in cash and a book 
were taken away from me, while I was beaten. I can’t say who took 
these away as the constables by beating made me unconscious. I am 
incapacitated from work till now (shows black marks all over the back, 
10 or 12). Because of the bc«niing blood comes out of my mouth when I 
cough. I had not that disease before. 


123. Nagendkanatii Sett on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 56, Rotan Sircar’s Garden Street — (Sweetmeat shop). 
On Thursday, 10-30 p.m., when constables were returning to the thana 
from duty, 16 of 16 constah os in full uniform and with lathies, came fo 
my shop and struck a customer and then looted the shop of all sweets. 
My loss amounts to about IJa. 15, The Jemadar of Jorabagan Thana was 
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vrith. tli6 const&blGS, He also took away tbe articles. I can recognise liim. 
I knew him from before. Those constables also robbed a neighbouring 
woman's shop of pudding and Sandesh. 


124. Jadub Krishna Bannerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 78, Raja Rajballav Street, merchant. 

On Thursday, at 6 p.m., I was in the Beadon Square. At about 
candlelight I got out of the Park. I saw 3 dozen constables near Pal 
Friends ” shop and quarrelling with them. They said they never stoned 
the constables. J ust then, the constables all at once began beating indis- 
criminately especially Bengalis from the Nimtollah Ghat Street. As I 
was about to enter the road, a constable came to beat me, I held his lathie. 
Other cotnstables gave me pushes and some one snatched away my silk 
chaddar. One stroke fell on my right arm which I received in warding 
off the blow aimed at the head, I had pain in hand for 3 or 4 days. 
Near Grey Street I saw Babu Soshi Bhusan Soor, son of Peary Mohan 
Soor of Duff’s Street, assaulted. He was bleeding profusely. I helped 
him to Behary Pal’s house. Behary Pal is an interpreter of the Iligl, 
Court. 


125. Mohesh Chandra Bysack on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 24, Grey Street. (Fodder Shop). 

On Thursday, at 9 p.m., I came ba(?k to my shop when I found 4 con- 
stables and 150 low class coolies were going out of my shop. I found 
articles scattered about and my man Behary Lall Das told me tliat articles 
were taken away. 


* 126. Beiiarilal Das Batragi on solemn affirmation — 

I am a friend of the last witness. I was at his shop when it was looted. 
At 9 r.M., I heard sound of mar, mar'^ and shut the door and remained 
inside. .4 constables and 40 or 50 coolim struck against the door, abused 
us and broke open the door. 4 constables remained outside in front 
of the shop and in view, ordering the coolies Beat the Sala Bengalis.^' 
10 or 15 coolies entered and took away 3 boxes coniaining silver ornaments 
and instruments and dice and mould. We ran inside and saw from 
within. We could not interfere as Police ordered tlic loot. The loss was 
Rs. 400. 


127. Giri Bnu,SAN Mukerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 32, Sibtollah Street. 

I am a sehait of an idol in the place. I came to Notun bazar on 
Wednesday at 8-30 p.m., to purchase Sandesh, 2 or 3 constables came, strip- 
ped me naked and took away my cloth and chaddar and Rs. 2-10-6 in cash 
and struck me bn the right hand. (Shows swelling on the right hand) and 
pushed me down. This chaddar (shows) was given to me by a gentleman 
and wearing it I went away. 
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128. Peeonath Das on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 32, Garanhatta Street. 

On Friday morning at 6 a.m., I went to fetch a coolie from the Garan- 
hatta crossing, when 3 constables struck me on the hip, left hand and 
right wrist — (shows marks on these 3 places). Then a Jemadar there asked 
them not to beat, yet I was beaten by the 3 constables in three places. 


129. Taken on Commission by Ilon’ble Radha Charan Pal at 
witnesses house at 2-30 p.m., — 

Adhar Chandra Das, 

I have got a meat shop at Shambazar crossing. 

On Friday at 1 p.m., I was coming home after making some purchases. 
A constable struck me with latliie on my left hand. He again aimed a 
blow at my hand. I tried to ward it off when the blow fell on my right 
hand which was fractured. The finger was amputated yesterday. Since 
the assault I am lying bedridden. (Right hand bandaged). I knew the 
constable who struck me. He is attached to the Shampukur Thana. I 
gave no provocation to the constable. I am aged 65. (Scarcely able to 
speak, every possibility of getting Tetanus). 


130. Gour Hari Sen, Secretary Chaitanya Library on solemn 
affirmation — 

I live at 85-1, Bcadon Square. 

(Taken at his house on commission by Ibe ITon’ble 11. C. Pal,) — 

On Thursday, about an hour after candle-light some people near the 
sweetmeat shop, next door, cried The military are coming (on seeing 
some European vSergenats). Within a few seconds several European 
Sergeants, about 30 in number, and as many constables charged the crowd 
in front of my house up to the Minerva Theatre. The Sergeants were there 
only for a few minutes. About 25 or 30 constables were left under the 
verandah of the Chaitanya Library just in front of my verandah. Within a 
minute or two after the Sergeants left, 1 found a constable picking up 
something and a brick was thrown breaking the railing of my second storey 
verandah. A few minutes after brickbats were again thrown and glass 
panes were broken. Several people were beaten in front of my hause by 
some upcountry goondas who lookeed very much like constables without 
uniforms. All this happened within view of the constables who took no 
notice of it. I distinctly saw the first brick was thrown by a constable. 

I complained to Superintendent Aldridge who saw me on the 15th 
October. He said he had punished the delinquent yaharawallas. One man 
was made naked and he ran by Ramcharan Ghose's Lane. I saw con- 
stables beating the passers-by. The beating was began by the . goondas 
and in one case a constable gave ready help to the goondas. 


131. Rash Bett\ry Rhadijpi on solemn affirmation — 

Age 72. 1 have a shop at 97, Upper Chitpore Road. 

On Wednesday, at 8 or 9 i .h. my ,next door was broken into, and then 
4 or 5 constables broke uy door in the presence oi a European Sergeant 
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who was looking on. The Sergeant and the constables entered my shop 
and got on to the second storey where also my shop-articles are kept. The 
Saheb tore away the beddings and mats and scattered them on the floor. 
The Sergeant looked at the articles with a light and then the constables 
broke them all with lathies. I was not beaten. I may recognise the 
European Sergeant. 


132. Takaphosanna Bose on solemn affirmation— 

I live at 52, Sukea’s Street Record keeper, Turner, MoiTison 

and Co. 

On Friday, at 5-45 a.m., I wase going to bathe in the Ganges with 2 
others. When coming to Beadon Square we found a man with injuries 
on his person. Then we found 10 constables and 6 European Sergeants 
coming towards us. The Sergeants passed by and the constables struck 
me on the left leg (shows mark) and then as I fell down again on left leg 
(still bandaged and mucJi pain). They struck mo on the waist. My phaddar 
was taken away, though we pleaded for mercy, saying wc are poor men 
going to bathe. The Sergeants were 10 paces off and could see the beat- 
ing. They did not interfere. 



Fifth Day's Proceedings. 

27th October, 1907. 
from 12-30 p.m. to 6-30 p.m. 

133. Bhujanga Bhusan Bose Sarbadhicary on solemn afi&rmation — 

Landholder, lives at 35-1, Baja Nabokissen Street Grandson of 
jBCumar Moliejidranatli Deb, son of Sir Raja R. K. Deb k.c.s.i. 

Tliis witness says be is so weak that he can^t speak loudly— I am 
still very weak, I have brought my statement in writing, but still my 
eyes are dizzy and I can’t read. I sent a statement to Mr. Weston” 
(shows a scar 5" long in the left hand — two big scar marks on the back). 
Head is still bandaged — wound there still fresh. Scar below the right 
eye. Other marks have disappeared. 

was beaten all over the body. Dr. Bejoy Mukerjee treated me 
before. Still a compounder dresses my wounds. On the afternoon of 
the 3rd instant I left my house for Burrabazar for Durga pujah pur- 
chases. I had with me my youngest brother Radha Ballab aged 13 
years. We Avere returning home in a Belgachia Car at 8-15 p.m., after 
the purchase to the value of Rs. 30. I had with me Rs. 20 in my waist 
cloth. At Grey Street junction a crowd among whom I found, many 
paharawallas with lath/ies stopped the car. Everyone began to run <away. 
Every one was assaulted. I was defending my younger brother and 
myself. Constables with uniform were beating me. This I saw dis- 
tinctly. I became unconscious; then I found all my articles and cash 
taken away by constables and the crowd. My clothes were besmeared 
with blood. I took refuge with ray brother in Grey Street in the house 
of Babu Radhica Lai Roy, zemindar. There I fell in a swoon. On 
regaining my senses I found I was carried inside the house. My 
brother got only a few scratches anfl doctor was called and he dressed 
my wounds. Then I was carried by my men in a palanquin. I was 
bedridden for 12 days. I walk with difficulty by the help of a stick. 
Hon^ble B. N. Bose came to my house on the 4th October for an enquiry. 
I could not depose before Mr. Collin as I was then bedridden. I did 
not appear before Mr. Weston as I was physically unfit. I have come 
here as the place is very near my house — ^2 or 3 minutes walk. I have 
come here with the help of a relation of mine. I sent a statement to 
Mr. Weston. ' 


134. Benodini Bewa on solemn affirmation — 

Prostitute. I am a tenant in the house of Bindu Bewa, who 
deposed before this commission before. 

On Thursday at 8-30 p.m., when looting was going on in 
Bepin^s shop I was looking on from the door of my house, some con- 
stables and gundas struck against another house and constables told 
them to attack our house and not the other. There were 3 men in the 
house who closed the door, but the door was broken open and gundas 
entered our house. I ran away from behind the house. My room was 
open. My deraj was broken open Rs. 11, silver beecha (waist chain)

and one pair armlet (6 vans) and some utensils were taken away. I 
could hear the sound of the breaking from the place where I hid myself 
near a drain. I could not approach through fear. Bindu^s articles were 
taken away. Her room was broken open and ornaments were taken away 
from her person. Except Bindu who shut herself in her room all of 
the house ran away. 


135. Akhil Chandra Chatted jee b.a., c e., (Cal.) on solemn 
affirmation — 

I live at 97, Cornwallis Street. I am an engineer.I have 
passed the C. E. Examination from the Roorkee C. E. College. 

On Thursday at 9 p.m., I was coming home by a dotwn Shambazar 
car. When the car reached Burtolla Thana, about 6 men with lathies 
got into the car. There was a gol trial and two other passengers ran away. 
I was alone. These six men came 4 with naked bodies and two with banyans 
on and all with regulation lathies. (The taller 2 appeared to me to be 
constables, as they got on from opposite the thana and they came from 
near 4 other faharawallas who were with regulation lathies near the 
gate). Three got down and went towards the 2nd class car. I removed 
myself towards the railings. The three men left with me began to assault 
me with lathie. 20 or 25 strokes fell on me. I had a cane with me with 
which I warded off the blows, and the lathis fell on my hand and other 
parts of the body. Some people from behind were dragging me by my shirt. 
The car was then very slowly moving on. The assault took place 15 yards 
from the thana gate. (Marks on all fingers of the right hand — swelling 
still exists, black mark on the left wrist). One man cried out asking 
others to see whether I had anything with me. The man who seemed to 
be a constable caught hold of my hand and snatched away a purse 
containing Its. 2-8 and a handkerchief from my breast pocket. I asked 
them why I was further assaulted as eveiy thing I had was taken away. 
There were some 10 or 12 men in the trailer, where also a golwal was 
going on. The men went towards that car snatching away my stick. The 
men who were pulling by shirt from behind tore my shirt, attempted to 
take my wearing cloth but failed. I saw one man (a Bengalee) from the 
trailer car dragged down, felled on the footpath and mercilessly beaten. 
The car proceeded and x went along with it. I deposed to Mr. Collin to 
the same effect, but he did not record all I said, though I protested. He 
said it was his business to record, and mine to make a statement. 


136. Sashi Bhtjsan Soor, b.a., on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 14-1, Duff Street. Landholder and tradesman. I was 
a Municipal Commissioner for 8 years of the Manicktola Municipality. 

On Thursday, 3rd October at 7-16 p.m., I was coming by Belgachia 
car, a European was in the car Q believe, it was the gentleman who wrote 
in the Englishman ’’). Near Beneatollah, bricks were thrown at the car. 
When near Grey Street crossing a crowd of 6 constables in uniform and 
several up-country men (who appeared to be constables not in uniform) 
began to strike the passengeys whom they dragged down. The constables 
broke the electric lights of the car. This I saw distinctly. The men 
snatched away my chuddef^ stick, and handkerchief in the presence of the 
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oonstables. I concealed myself beside the driver for some time, but the 
driver asked me to shift, otherwise I would be beaten. One significant 
fact I noticed, was, the driver was not assaulted. I got down on the 
Chitpore Boad. I was assaulted on the car in ten places, (marks disappear 
except one on the forehead and one on left leg, shows). I got down bleeding 
Some Mahomedan durjees sheltered me, and gave me a punhha, I found 
Jadab Krishna Banerjee passing by and I appealed to him for help. He 
toofi me to Babu Beharilall Pal’s house (Interpreter High Court). From 
there, I went in a doctor’s carriage to my house. Rs. 920 in my waist 
were saved. (Rs. 870 in small notes and Rs. 50 in one note), as they were 
secure in my waist cloth. I wanted to go to Mr. Collin but the enquiry 
Tfas finished very early, so I did not go. 


137. Ambika Charan MojumdaifT, l.m.s., on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 64, Sheekdarbagan Street. 

I am a medical practitioner, l.m.s., of the Calcutta University. 

On Friday morning at 10 a.m., I was going with a pleader friend along 
Shambazar Street to see what was going about. I had a stick in my hand. 
When returning and midway between Shambazar crossing and Sheekdar- 
bagan crossing, I saw a band of policemen 15 or 16 in uniform with a 
jamadar were going towards Shambazar crossing. Then they moved to- 
vards us, Babu Bhupendra Nath Sen, an Attorney, and myself. The 
jamadar muttered something. One policeman caught hold of my stick. 
I refused to part with it. The jamadar (who is a tall, fat man, whom I 
can identify and who, on an enquiry, I came to know, belong to the 
Shampookoor Thana) said (part with it, you pig). Then 

the jamadar struck on my right forearm. It was swollen at that time. 
1 left my stick and came away. I had pain for about ten days. I did 
not go to Mr. Collin or Mr. Weston as I was convinced that no steps would 
be taken against the police. 


138. Chaitanya Charan Shau on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 25, Raja Nobokrishna Street. (I have a Jalpan shop). 
I am an TTriya. 

On Thursday, 2nd day of occurrence, at 8 p.m., I was putting down 
mat-door, when I found 2 constables standing near the shop. Then 200 
peoples, dhagars, etc., came, pushed me, and I was struck on the hand, 
j^shows 2 marks on right hand finger). The dhangars threw away the 
jalpan and carried away sale proceeds Rs. 2. 


139. Hiralal Dalal on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 137, Pdddonath’s Lane, Bustee, Sweetmeat shop. 

On Thursday, at 7-30 v.u.. T got information of looting going* on, 
I closed the shop partially. < When 60 low-class men, who.seejned to be 
dhangars came and we:i^ about to beat, when I ran away. I stood ne^ 
the oyen^ some were canying away articles, others tying them in thexT 
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clotlis. 8 or 10 constables passed my shop, 15 minutes before the occur- 
rence took place. Es. 8 or 10, sale-proceeds, and Es. 4 wbicb I bad, were 
taken away, as also some thalis. All articles except tbe weights were 
taken away. (This witness was deposing in a faltering voice). 


140. Eamhan on solemn affirmation — 

I have a sweetmeat shop on Cornwallis Street. I am an in- 
habitant of the Gya District. 

On Thursday, at about 8 p.m., about 100 coolies came to my shop, 
entered and took away thalis (dishes), one hara (pan), and Es. 30 from my 
small box. I was very much afraid and ran away — did not notice whether 
constables were there. 


141. Golap on solemn affirmation — 

A woman of the town. Tenent in Bindu^s house. 

On Thursday, at about 8-30 p.m., a window was broken down by some 
up-country men. I ran away and hid myself near a drain. These men 
entered my room and carried away my utensils and Es. 4 in cash. They 
had big regulation lathies in their hands. Bindu was in the house. 


142. Lakshmy on solemn affirmation — 

A woman of the town. Tenent in Bindu’s house. 

On Thursday, at about 8-30 p.m., some utensils were taken away from 
my room, which was broken open. Before and after the occurrence, I saw 
policemen leading the crowd. I heard the constables asking the crowd to 
attack our house and not Gannoda’s which is our neighbouring house. 


143. Promotho Nath Mukerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I have a cloth shop at 93, Corwallis Street, 

On Thursday, at about 8 p.m., I got some information and closed one 
door and put out one Tight, when six constables in full uniform ran to- 
wards Shambazar crossing. Then about 250 low-class people came up and 
one of them snatched away a lathi and an umbrella from one who was 
at the door of my shop. That man came inside my shop and I closed the 
door. Then the crowd looted a grocer’s shop in front of my shop. I 
managed to padlock my shop from outside. A gentleman who was passing 
by was assaulted by one of the 6 constables who stood and were on guard 
in front of Farriapookoor. I then went to 85, Cornwallis Street. There 
I found Babu Girindra Nath Bannerjee, b.l., Pleader of Sealdah Court. 
He was robbed of all his clothes and was covering himself in a rag. 


I44i Girindra Nath Bannbfjee, b.l., on solemn affirmation — 

I am a Pleader, Judge’s Court, Alipore, practising at Sealdah. 
I live at 35, Bonomalli Chatter ji’s Street, Tallah. 

. On Thursday, 3rd* October at 8 p.m., I was travelling in a up Sham- 





baei^r car. When that car o^e near Babn Hirendra Nath Dutt s house, 
if; stopped. I got down and was thinking whether I would proceed^ as 
I heard that a golmal was going on further up. I found a halla coming 
on. There were several constables, more than a dozen in number, follow- 
ed bjr a gang of low-class up-countiy men, coming out of Grey Street and 
running towards Shambazar. Several ran away, I got into the car, when 
the halla came up a constable said — Here is a Bengali.^^ When 7 or 8 
low-class men dragged me out of the car. I was roughly handled. They 
snatched away my silk chaddar and Rs. 13 or 14 in cash. They tore into 
pieces my wearing cloth. One man said “ don't beat him much — ^he is 
very weak." My fingers were twisted. One constable asked me whether 
I was a Swadeshi or a Bideshi, In terror I said I was a Bilati. I was 
pushed towards Grey Street. I took shelter in Khetu Guha's house. 
Where I covered myself with a rag, which was a torn piece of my own cloth. 


146. Ashutosh Mitter on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 4, Nayratna’s Lane. Clerk, Balmer Lawrie and Co. 

On 3rd October Thursday, at 9-15 p.m., I was reading a newspaper 
in 97, Cornwallis Street, when I heard a golmal and 3 or 4 gentlemen 
ran into the house to take shelter. They said they were beaten. I 
came out. 6 or 6 minutes after I found a grocer's shop at the crossing 
of Bolaram Ghose's Street was looted by low-class people. 5 or 6 con- 
stables with uniform and lathies looking on, not interfering. 


146. Abun Chandra Chatterjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 97, Cornwallis Street. 

I am a contractor. On Thursday, at 5 p.m., I came out to catch a 
tram, when people asked me not to board a Chitpore Car as constables 
were beating people at Chitpore. I went home. Ashu Babu and I 
were sitting together, when one gentleman ran into my house. Then my 
brother and servant entered into the house and were closing the door. 
I saw from a window an up-countryman beating a Bengali gentleman. The 
assailant at once went away by a passing tram. The gentleman was 
robbed of his silk chaddar and purse. Then I found 6 constables leading 
a gang of dhangars and low-class men, came in front of my house. The 
constables ordered “ Loot all the shops and beat Bengali Salas,^\ A 
grocer's shop at the crossing of Bolaram Ghose's Street and a pan shop were 
looted. I went up and saw from verandah, the constables were accom- 
panying dhangars who carried a box. The box was broken in front of 
my house by the goondas and the constables and the rupees, pices and 
G. C. notes were divided among the constables and the goondas. After 
that constables said “let us proceed up to loot other shops, no use 
waiting here any more." 


147, Bhutnath Banerjee on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 31, Furriapooker Street. I have got an arath at 

Belgatchia. 

On Thursday at 9-16 I was coming home on foot and saw sonae 
goondas looting a cloth shop at Shambazar crossing, and some constables 
Blinding there, looking on. Seeing this I retired and did not proceed. 
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148. Bhotbndka Nath Sen on solemn affirmati<3>n — 

I live at 19, Sliikdarpara Street. I passed Intermediate 
Examination for Attorneyship. 

On Thursday I saw looting going on near the Qrey Street crossing 
and people were assaulted by goondas. 

On Friday at 10 a.m., I was going on with Dr. Ambika Charan 
Majunidar towards Shambazar to see what was going on. I saw con- 
stables going towards Shambazar. They muttered something and a 
constable cought ho'ld of the doctor’s stick, and then a jemadar (attached 
to the Shampooker Thana whom I know as T see him very often) said, 
Let go, you pig,’^ and struck on the doctor’s arm. Then I found these 
constables chasing people and striking them indiscriminately. This I 
saw with my own eyes. 


149. Khieode B. Haldae on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 97-1, Cornwallis Street. I am a landholder. 

On Thursday at 8-30 p.m:., I was on my verandah in the second 
storey. I saw a golmal and some constables passing by hurriedly. Soon 
after, I heard lathie blows dealt towards Bolaram Gihose’s Street and low- 
class people making a golmal. The dhangars in front of my house asked a 
conductor of a passing car if there were Bengalis. The car drove on 
fastly. Then a box was broken in front of my house by dhangars and 
the contents taken away. 


160. Gopinath Ohakeavautty on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 17, Gopimoban Datta’s Lane. Landholder. 

On Friday at 10 a.m., I was standing on the road and found con- 
stables, some in unifoim and others without uniform, chasing Bengalis. 
Prokas Chandra, who was with me, was assaulted by 5 or 6 constables 
and a jemadar was with them. I protested and was struck on the left 
hand (shows marks on hand and shoulder). I know that jemadar of 
the Shampooker Thana (fat and fair) from before. I can identify him: 


151. Peokas Chandea Ghosh on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 11-1, Gopimohan Datta’s Lane. I am a 2nd year 
student. Metropolitan Institution, 

On Friday morning at 10 a.m., I was at the head of our lane. Gopi- 
nath was there. 8 or 10 constables and a jemadar, whom I can recognise, 
came up and began to beat me. 3 or 4 constables struck me, Gopinath 
protested. Constables left me and I was struck (shows mark on left 
upper arm). 


162. Chaeu Chandea Das on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 33, Garanhatta Street. Typist, McIntosh Burn & Co. 
On Thursday evening when coming home by tram I was warned 
near Notunbazar: some passengers left the tram and so did I. When I 
was coming on foot 1 found some European Sergeants standing near a 



grog shop. I saw the European constables run towards Beadon Square. 
Then I found 2 or 3 hundred constables not in uniform with 2 or 3 
Sergeants coming on. ^he constables said ‘ Here is a Bengalee. I 
said ‘ I know nothing.’ Then some constables and low-class men assaulted 
me. One man poked a bamboo at my back and snatched away my 
watch. There was a knife in my pocket which they attempted to take 
away but did not succeed. Then I was given some blows, pushed, 
and left. 


153. Stjuendhanath Sadhu on solemn affirmation — . 

I live at 133, Cornwallis Street. I have a grocer’s shop. 

On Thursday at about 8-16 p.m., as my shop was about to be closed, 
abo>ut 20 or 40 low-class people struck against the door. Some con- 
stables were at a distance of a rashi from there. Canisters of ghee, 
Rs. 126,were taken away. Loss Rs. 300, I was struck one blow as I 
tried to save an iron-safe. 


164. Bepin Chandra Ghose on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 81, Sikdarpara Street. I have a sweetmeat shop. 

On Thursday at about 8 p.m., 8 or 10 constables went on saying 
‘ close the shops.’ I was closing the shop, when several low-class men 
came, and without looting an up-countryman’s shop, looted mine saying 
‘ This is a Bengali shops.’ About Rs. 8 were taken away. I com- 
plained to Police but they did not investigate, saying, they would do so 
if I could find where my articles were taken away. My shop lamp 
was broken. 

155. Kheishna Lall Sircar on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 14, Madam Roy’s Lane, Simla. I am a Musician. 

On Thursday at 9-30 p.m., I was coming along Beadon Street when 
I found some constables and low-class people standing near Minerva 
Theatre. There were no lamps burning. There were constbales with- 
out uniform in the crowd. I was struck and my shirt was torn. I was 
made naked when Rs. 4 and two medals which I had with me fell down 
and were taken away. I got a cloth from a house near by and came 
home. 


156. PuLiN Vehary Das on solemn affirmation — 

I live at Sikdarbagan Street. Am a Art Student. 

On Thursday at 7 p.m., I was going for medicine, near Grey Street 
and found some constables and low-class Mahomedans assaulting people 
in the tram-car, constables inciting gopdnas to attack shops. 


167. Bhxjpendra Kumar Dutt on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 15-1, BoiLiram Ghose’s Street. Landholder — ^aged 48? 
On Thursday at about 8-30 P.M., from my house I saw from a win- 
dow 10 or 12 constables camie up an stood netfr a* fcm shop, and then 
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a crowd of gundas came and looted a grocer’s shop, opposite. The con* 
staDles came along with the gundas and did not interfere. They then 
left. 


158. Motilall Dawn on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 211, Tipper Circular Road. I have a spice-shop. 

On Thursday at 8 p.m., I was in the shop making up cash, partially 
closing shop. Police constables were standing. They were 10 or 12 in 
number, about 20 cubits apart. The constables directed the gundas to 
loot shops. Rs. 88-6 in cash and articles were taken away. Loss about 
Rs. 188-6. Then some fruits from my other shop were taken away. 
Haridas Dey, my servant, deposed before Mr. Collin. 

169. Behary Lall Pair on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 212, Cornwallis Street. I have a rice-shop. 

On Thursday at ahoui (S ;^)0 r.M., I closed my shop. Then about 10 
constables and 20 or 25 gundas rushed upon one up-countryman’s sweet- 
meat shop. They then fell upon a Bengali’s sweetmeat shop and looted 
it. Two hours after constables and gundas looted Adhar Sadhukhan’s 
shop. 


160. Rajkrisiina Deb Sarma on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 8-1, Dawan’s Lane. 

Some constables were going on road. Several people were making 
a golmal. 15 or 20 constables chased them. They entered Dawan’s 
house and ran to the Biswas’s shop. One workman was making e neck- 
lace it was taken away. I was given pokes with lathies (shows mark 
on left leg) by 3 constables. 

161. Sashibhusan Chakravarty on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 8-1, Dawan’s Lane. I am markman, Bombay Co. 

On Thursday at 10 p.m., when I was in the poddar’s shop of Biswes- 
war Biswas in Durga Charan Mittra’s Street. I heard a golmal. 
Some constables came, entered the house, and assaulted me. I was 
struck by 3 constables (shows mark on the right upper arm). One con- 
stable took away a gold necklace. One Puma Chandra Ghose was 
assaulted. His head was broken. One Bengal Police Sub-Inspector in 
plain dress was assaulted on the road. He said he was assaulted by 
constables. 

162. SuRENDEANATH Nandi on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 116, Cornwallis Street. I have a spice-shop. 

On Thursday at about 8-30 p.m., a jamadar ordered coolies to break 
open Prosanna Pal’s shop, I can identify the Jamadar. On Friday 
at 10 A.M., the jamadar again came with 10 or 12 constables and assaulted 
people indiscriminately. I was sitting in my shop. The fat jamadar 
came and struck my gomosfha. I protested and was assaulted. A con- 
stable poked me withT a lathie. I can identify the jamadar. I did not 
complaint as Rdja's (i.e., Government) men beat us. 
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163, Satish Chandra Pal on solemn affirmation — . 

I work in Tarini Cliaran SeaVs Cloth, shop at 143, Cornwallis 

Street. 

On Thursday at 10 p.m., when I got down on the road from the shop 
7 or 8 constables in uniform with 20 or 25 gundas in constables coats 
struck against the door. A constable struck me on the shoulder and 
I fell down. Adjoining Ganguli’s shop was looted. I was in hospital 
for 4 days (shows mark on the left eye). 


164. Kedarnath Dutt m.b., on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 9, Bolaram Ghose’s Street. 

On Thursday, 3rd October, at about 8 p.m. when I was sitting in my dis- 
pensary at 134, Cornwallis Street, a batch of constables about 8 in number 
was proceeding. One constable came to me and said Babu shut up the 
dispensary and go home.’’ I went home. Some gundas (10 orl2) were 
following almost immediately behind the constable. As I was near 
Hon’ble Babu B. N. Bose’s house, I heard sounds of lathie blows, near 
a grocer’s shop at the junction of Bolaram Ghose’s Street. The gang 
was going towards Shambazar Street junction. 


165. Behart StJKUL on solemn affirmation — 

Durwan at the employ of Kumar M. N. Mitra Roy Bahadur, 
lives at 34, Shampooker Street. 

I was at the gate. About 150 people were coming from the south. 
I saw one jamadar and 3 constables standing on the road. I saw Madho 
Halwai’s sweetmeat shop was looted. I got orders from my master to 
make all my fellowmen ready. One jamadar and one constable chased 
people along Shampoker Street. The constables did not interfere when 
Madhu’s shop was looted. I can identify the jamadar but n|ot the 
constables. 


166. Rambalak Singh on solemn affirmation — 

Darwan in the employ of Kumar M. N. Mittra Rai Bahadur. 

On Thursday at about 7 p.m., I saw Madhu’s sweetmeat shop and 
Nardo’s rice shop and a milk shop looted by gundas. Policemen, 4 or 5 
in number, moved 3 yards ofi when the looting began. The police did 
not interfere. The police could know the looting but were not standing 
in front of the shop. 


167, Kumar Manmathanath Mitra Roy Bahadur on solemn 
affirmation — 

I am a zemindar and live at 34, Shampukur Street. 

On Thursday at about 7-30 or 8 p.m., from my house I heard 
great row in the Cornwallis Street. My men told me looting was going 
on and indisoriininate assaults taking place. I .went to the head of the 
lane. People asked me not to go further as some dhangars at police 
instigation were gating people.^:^Av I was eoming back I saw that some 
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Dublic womeH’s houses had been broken open. IfJear my g^te I 
saw up-countrymen with banyans and white 'pugne$ on come out 
of the hustee in front of my house and run westward down the Sbampoker 
Street. They had small lathies in their hands. JJfj watchmen at the gate 
told me “ those two men are, one jamadar and one constable attached to the 
Shampoker Thana.” They were not in uniforms. I motored down to Sham- 
poker Thana at about 9-30 p.m., with 3 of my friends. There I found the 
Inspector of the Thana sitting. The Inspector was pointed out to me by 
a fat jamadar. I asked him if he knew anything of the loot. He said 
‘ yes.’ Then I asked him what steps he had taken to prevent the looting 
and beating. He said “ what can I do? low class people are looting.” I 
told him I would give him 30 or 40 of my men if he was short of men 
to quell the disturbance. He remained silent. I told him if he won’t 
stir out I would quell the disturbance with my own men. I was quite 
ready to help provided, I may not be brought to book for it. The fat 
jamadar said “ when the Babu himself has come it behoves us to bring 
out our reinforcement.” When at the Thana a shopkeeper from Bagbazar 
came to lodge a complaint to the Inspector of looting of his shop. The 
Inspector took absolutely no notice of it, while I was there. Then I 
came away. I heard of the looting of a poddar’s shop at Grey Street. I 
went there to find out the shop and then found the Inspector with a 
hulla coming on at the junction of Grey Street with Cornwallis Street. 
He asked me “ where are the looters.” I told him that it was very 
on the part of the looters not to wait till your arrival. The three 
friends with me were:— Amulya Charan Dutt, Jogendra Nath Bose, 
TJpendra Nath Dutt. 



Sixth Dtiy’s Proceedings. 

29th October 1907. 


From 4-30 to 6 p.m. 

168. AirtTKTTt Chandea Gupta oii solemn affirmation — 

I live at 26-3, Scott’s Lane, Eesident Superintendent, 
Bangabasi College Boarding. 

On Thursday, at about 7-15 p.m., I was proceeding to teach the boys 
of Babu Harendralal Roy in a tram. When near Sovabazar Street, the 
tram suddenly stopped. I was in a trailer car.. 2 or 3 men, seemed to 
be constables without uniform and 2 constables in uniform began to 
assault the passengers in the tram. The men without uniform had smidl 
lathies and they got into the car and assaulted, while constables from 
road assaulted with big lathies. I was on the side near the railing. I 
was struck on left arm (shows a mark) and on the thigh, (shows a black 
mark). Many of the passengers fell on me and so I was protected. 
Those on me had their heads broken, and blood from their injuries 
soaked my clothes. The car then proceeded. I am a graduate of the 
Calcutta University. The assailants were up countrymen — so I thought 
them to be policemen and as they were with the police. 


169. Protafchand Supani on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 4, Shamabai’s Lane, Jute-breken — I hail from 
Azimganj. I am a Jain. 

On Thursday at about 7-45 p.m., I with two others were coming in 
a Chitpore tram-car for Hatkhola. I had with me notes for Rs. 200 in 
Rs. 10 each and also Rs. 3 and odd annas in copper. There was a 
European with us in the 1st class. When the car passed the Beadon 
Square 3 or 4 brickbats fell on the car. We raised the shutters. The 
European was struck on the cheek beneath the right eye. Blood came out. 
We .nursed him. Then we lowered down the shutters and sat down as 
the conductor asked us to do so. When near the Grey Street crossing 
constables in uniform and hadmashes altogether about 300, came upon 
tbe car, some 10 or 12, entered the car. We then formed a cordon round 
the European to protect him from assault. The hadmashes came into 
the car. Seeing the golmal, got down and ran towards Radhica 
Roy’s house where I had business. Finding a large crowd I returned 
when a constable in uniform with a long stick assaulted me on the left 
upper arm (shows two marks). As I ran, two constables caught hold of me. 
I asked the constables why they were beating mo — a marwari. While I 
was thus held, a boy came and took away my pugrie (head-dress) and a 
chaddar. I had 18 jute contracts with me. Constables snatched them 
away I said “why do yod take the contracts, they will be of no use.” 
The two constabler asked me what I had with me, I said Rs. 3. They 
deffiaiided it- 'Ihen tBey^ snatched away the notes from my waist and 
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one of the consteblee ran away. They did not take tie three rupees. 
That constable threw away the contracts. I picJred them up and ran after 
the running constable The other constable began then to strike me 
with" lathie on my head, both sides and near the ear, and shoulder, 
I then ran away fast for life as I was then trembling and somewhat 
stunned. As I was running I met a jemadar^ who did not allow me 
to run further. I told him what had happened. He made me sit, say- 
ing he would fetch my headdress, notes and chaddar. Ten minutes 
after the jemadar returned with my pugree and gave it to me, saying 
he could not find the notes and the chadda/r. He went with me to Ahiri- 
tollah crossing. I met a large number of Bengalees. One Bengali gave 
me water to drink, and one accompanied me up to Kalicharan, Girish 
Gharan (K. G. Rai Chawdhury, Hatkhola). Then .the gentlemen applied 
ice to me. I went to Lallbazar Police Office, to Mr. Collin’s enquiry, 
but was not called. Did not get back the money.. 


170. Nilmoney Kttndtj on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 9, Chitpore, employed in Kamini Kumar Roy’s 

Jute Arat. 

On Thursday at about 8-30 p.m., I had with me Rs. 750, — 3 notes for 
Rs. 10 and the rest in cash. I boarded a tram-car to go to the Sealdah 
Station for my native country. Near Grey Street I saw many constables 
and many goondas, all up countrymen, coming together with lathies, I 
and other passengers ran away getting down from the tram-car. I had 
the load of the money, so I coxild not run fast. Saying Bengalee Sala,” 
the constables struck me on the back (shows a distinct scar 3" long) and 
on several parts of the body, as I fell down (shows marks on left leg). 
My bag was taken away when I fell down— can’t say who took it. The 
gang left taking my umbrella and shoes also. I ran away. I lost the 
whole of the money. I then went home to Jessore. 


171. Kartic Chandra Sen on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 191, Upper Circular Road. I have a sweetmeat shop. 

On Thursday, at about 10 p.m., after closing shop, I was on the 
road. The constables were standing 10 cubits off, when a crowd of low- 
class people broke the mat-door. I protested, they came to assault — 
ran away. They took away all my papers, thalis and | maund of sweets 
in the shop. Constables were looking on — did not interfere. 


172. Umbsh Chandra Chatterjbe on solemn affirmation — 

I live at 62, Kali Prosad Dutt’s Street. I am a priest. 

On Thursday at 8 p.m., I was coming from Ahiritollah, when near 
Chitpore Road, one constable struck me on the head, another came and 
struck me on leg (shows, marks on the head). Blood came out of the 
head. ^ I was under the tfeatment of Kamal Kaviraj. The two constables 
were in uniform. The constables were also beating other people. 
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173. JoGmDRAirATH Bose on solamn affirmation. 

I live at* 32-2, Mechhuabazar Street. I am a zemindar. 

On Tiursday, at about 8 p.m., I was at 34, Shampooker Street, 
Kumar M. N. Miter’s residence. On hearing a golmal, I came down with 
the Kumar on the road. We were asked not to stand on the road by the 
people. Two men then ran out from the bustee and hastened away. 
Then I accompanied the Kumar to Thana in a motor-car. Kumar asked 
the Inspector to stop the loot. A jemadar said when the Babus have 
come let us go. (The witness corroborates the Kumar Bahadur, No. 16T.)
